GOLD FOUND AFLOAT IN RHINE ;

BERLIN, Jan. 9.—Four hundred and fifty pounds of gold 
swim down the Rhine every year—and nothing can be done 
about it. 

The fact has just been established by Prof. Haber, the noted 
chemist who is at the head of the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute in 
Berlin. Chemical analysis of water from the Rhine has disclosed 
the presence of about 3-1000 milligrams of gold per cubic meter 
of water, but the amount ts naturally so small that it would not 
repay the effort required to obtain it.

The findings include: 

(1.) The City of Rome falled to 
provide and maintain an adequate 
lookout. 

(2.) The City of Rome did not 
slacken her speed or stop or re- 
verse as directed by Article XXIII 
of the rules of the road untT after 
collision with the U.S.S. 8-51. 

(3.) The City of Rome left no 
marker over the wreck of the 
submarine and sent out no 8.0.8. 
or other call for assistance before 
leaving the scene of the collision. 


Rome the 8-51 was on the star- 
board side of the steamship and 
under the rules of the sea the City 
of Rome was required to keep out 
of the way. 

The court’s findings recite that 
the lookout on the City of Rome 
sighted the S8S-51's light at 10:03 
and that the collision occurred 
twenty-one minutes later. 


NO PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 

“No danger of collision was 
deemed to exist,” the court com- 
ments, “and nothing was done to 
avoid collision by the officer of 
the watch of the City of Rome 
between the time the white light 
was sighted, four points on the 
starboard bow at 10:03 p.m. and 
ithe instant immediately preceding 
the blowing of the first whistle sig- 
nal—which was about 10:23—not 
withstanding the fact that during 
this interval of twenty minutes 
the white light had been visible at 
all times, the bearing of the light 
had not changed, the light had in- 
creased in intensity and the dis- 
tance of the light had decreased 
from five or six miles to 500 or 
600 feet.” 

The measures taken by Capt. 
Diehl to rescue survivors of the 
collision are related. Three mem- 
bers of the submarine's crew were 
picked up the City of Rome's 
lifeboats. 

Efforts of the rescuers were 
handicapped by the fact that the 
searchlight of the City of Rome 
was not in operating condition, as, 
the report says, the only light 
used to light the sea with a view 
to locating survivors was from the 
lighted buoys and the ordinary 
lights about the decks of the City 
of Rome. 

Among those lost was the 8S-51's 
commander, Lieut. Rodney H. Dob- 
son, who was last seen on the sub- 
marine’s deck asking that a line 
be passed to the sinking craft 
from the steamship. 


SCORES SHIP CAPTAIN 

The court continues: 

“The S-51 having been sunk in 
twenty-two fathoms of water, Capt. 
Diéh! decided no further assistance 
could be rendered her: he did not 
communicate with anyone with a 
view to ascertaining whether or 
not assistance to the 8-51 could be 
rendered.” 

In another section of the find- 
ings the court reports that the 


City of Rome remained at the 
scene of the accident until 
11:45 p.m., cruising in a circle 


about the spot of the collision and 
then proceeded to Boston. | 

The findings give the total value 
of the lost submarine as $2,290,- 
952.32, which does not include the 
value of personal effects of the 
officers and crew. 

Damage to the City of Rome did 
not exceed $7500 for temporary 
and permament repairs. _ 

Attempts to raise the submarine. 
which were abandoned because of 
unfavorable weather conditfons, 
will be resumed this spring.

ESTABLISHES PRINCIPLE 

The Pritish debt settlement is 
not regarded by Mr. Mellon as a 
precedent as to epecific terms Dut 
merely as establishing the basic 
principle of collection . according 
to capacity to pay.

MUST BE IMPARTIAL 

“It is the rule that a debtor can- 
not prefer one creditor over an- 
other. The debtor must treat all 
creditors alike. On the other hand, 
the creditor has the option of treat- 
ing each of its debtors separately. 
It may insist on payment in full 
from one, give time to another, and 
cancel the indebtedn of a third, 
and no one of the three debtors has 
a right to complain of the treat- 
ment accorded the other. 

“There follows from the forego- 

ing that England, also as a creditor 
of many nations, who are debtors 
to us, has the right to insist that 
no debtor of it pay us more in pro- 
portion than England receives. The 
debtor nation may not discriminate 
between its two creditors. It thas 
been frequently stated in Parlia- 
ment that England has no just 
cause of complaint if the United 
States settles with one of its debt- 
ors on terms easier than those ac- 
corded England. As a matter of 
fact, England, itself, in dealing 
with European debtors, has made 
settlement more favorable to one 
than to another. I want it to be clear 
that the British-American sectle- 
ment is one based on capacity to 
pay, and not a fixed formula to 
which all others, irrespective of 
capacity, must conform, and that a 
creditor is free to settle with its 
debtors as it may choose. 
“As other nations have ap- 
proached the American Debt Com- 
mission for a funding of their 
debts, it has been the position of 
the American commission that 
since England represents the 
strongest of its debtors. America 
would not ask heavier terms than 
those offered by England. The 
commission would consider . the 
British-American basis as prima 
facie a fair basis of settlement. If 
such a settlement was beyond the 
capacity of the particular nation, 
then the commission would recog- 
nize this capacity by way of a re- 
duction in the interest rate, but in 
no event cancel any of the prin- 
cipal. As we settled with England 
on her capacity; so consistently we 
must consider capacity in every 
other case.

ments are an integral part. 

“The countries of Europe must 
be restored to their place in civ- 
ilization. In this process of recon- 
struction certain essentials have to 
be met first, the budgets must be 
balanced. This is a domestic ques- 
tion tor each natlon to solve. 

“Second, payments coming due in 
| the future must be ascertained: In- 
ter-Allied debts constitute the 
principal item in this essential and 
in order that their settlement be 
effective, the terms must be, den- 
nite in amount and time and with- 
in the capacity of the debtors. We 
have learned the folly of impos- 
ing indefinite and impossible terms 
from the experiment, with Ger- 
many before the Dawes plan. 

“Third, America with its excess 
of capacity, seeking profitable in- 
vestment, must aid in making 
private loans to Europe for pro- 
ductive purposes. Only from these 
private loans during the past year 
have the countries abroad been 
able to pay for our wheat and cot- 
ton. It is these new loans which 
make our exports possible. 

“The American commission has 
not recommended settiements of 
the debts to profit those who 
wish to loan money abroad. It is 
possible since any payment neces- 
sarily involves a strain on the 
debtor country, that the insistence 
on impossible terms which would 
justify a refusal of the debtor te 
fund. might be more acceptable 
to the international bankers. Bui 
the settlements are made in the 
real interests of those American 
producers who must have a for- 
eign market able to pay. The 
American producer needs these 
debt settlements. The entire for- 
eign debt is not worth as much to 
the American people in dollars 
and cents as a prosperous Europe 
as a customer. 

“The capacity of a nation to 
pay over a long period of time is 
not subject to mathematical deter- 
mination. It is and must be large- 
ly a matter of opinion, but we 
have been fortunate in the cOnsti- 
tution of the American Debt Com- 
mission to have a representation 
from the administration, from Con- 
gress and from private life, and 
from both political parties. We 
have facilities to acquire informa- 
tion through the State Depart- 
ment, the Treasury, and the De- 
partment of Commerce. We bring 
a varied experience to the consid- 
eration of the debt settlements, 
and our recommendations are 
unanimous. While some may be- 
lieve our recommendations too 
lenient and others too harsh, I 
know that it is the honest judg- 
ment of the commission that they 
are just settlements in the real in- 
terests of our country. The Presi- 
dent has approved each settle- 
ment.“ 


Europe is our largest customer. 
Unless the finances of Europe can 


be restored, her currency placed 
on a sound basis, and her people 
able to earn and to spend, this 
country will not be able to dispose 
of its surplus products of food, 
materials, and goods. Our exports 
to Belgium last year were $114.- 
000,000, and tmports $66,000,000 
Our exports to Italy were 3183. 
000,000, and imports $75,000,000. 
Of the total exports to the two 
countries, 76 per cent were food- 
stuffs and 26 per cent were cot- 
ton. Nearly two-thirds of the ex- 
ports represent the surplus prod- 
ucts of the American farmer. 
“Germany began a re-establ'sh- 
ment of sound currency in the lat- 
ter part of 1923. In that year it 
imported $149,000,000 of eotton 
from us. With the Dawes plan and 
a proper financial system, exports 
of cotton increased in 1924 to 
$223,000,000 and in the fret ten 
months of 1925 to $198,000,000,

the fear of his fellows. John 
| penned the biography of Nicode- | 
mus in a phrase: For he loved 
the praise of men more than the | 
praise of God.” 

This soul-tormented aristocrat is | 
a figure fraught with significance 
to all those timid ones who feel 
that they “must keep up their po- | 
_sitions,”” even by the sacrifice of 
their honor. The butcher and the 
grover are qualified to express an 
opinion upon that sort of pride. 

Polite in all scircumstances— 
more polite than truthful, M Would 
seem—Nicodemus greeted his host | 
with gracious words of praise, 
tinged with condescension. If he, | 
a member of the high court of the 
church, had really believed that 
Jesus was a teacher come from God 
he would not have come sneaking 
up to see him in the secrecy of 
‘darkness. Polite palaver was cut 
, short by the clear and direct and 
discencerting presentation of the 
main issue of the Master: “Unless 
a man is born from above he can- 
not see the kingdom of God.“ 
There the case of spiritual religion 
versus formal legalism was ex- 
plicitly stated. Rabbi Jesus stood 
for a new life, Rabbi Nicodemus 
for scrupulous observance of the 
old forma, 
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THE REAL IN RELIGION 


Nothing ia so upsetting to the 
person cloaked in artificial polite- 
ness and manner tems as straight- 
forward sincerity and blunt hon- 


esty. Nicodemus had ascarcely 
anything in his code with which to 
meet that frontal presentation of 
the essential spirituality of the 
teaching of Jesus. He laid himselt 
open to the gentle rebuke, “Art 
thou ‘the teacher of Israel’ and yet 
do not understand these thhings?” 
How swift the reversal of posi- 
tion between this proud member 
of the synagogue and the Nazareth 
workingman whom he had ap- 
proached with condescending 
speech! The Pharisee quickly 
learned who was teacher and who 
was pupil. 
At that point in the famous in- 
terview appears staggering 
reminding one of similar 
passages in Paul's writings: “If 
I have told you earthly things, 
and none of you belleve me, how 
will you believe me if I tell you 
of things of heaven?” If the mys- 
tery of the new birth was “earthly 
things” what imaginaton can en- 
compass the heavenly? FPerhans 
Jesus meant by those words the 
supreme mystery of the ages, 
which he proceeded to declare—he 
incarnation and the crucifixion. 

To this compliment-scattertng 
aristocrat, this reputetion-haunt- 


ed, night-prowting, man-fearing 
and yet truth- ing Phatised 
Jesus vouchsafed the loftiest 


truth that ever fell from the lips 
of the Son of God. Such 6 d. 
vine magnanimity that it was to 
this emininent citizen, who was 
ashamed to be seen in the com 
ny of Jesus by daylight, that the 
favior imparted what has been 
called “the little Gospel” and “the 
Golden Text of the Pible’’—*“for 
God so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son, that 
whoeoever believeth on Him should 
not perish. but have everlasting 
lite.“ Hot from the glowing lips 
of Christ himself by the licht of 
tender eyes brighter than the dim 
lamp that broke the darkness of 
the upper room. came those words 
of life and truth to one whom any 
other teacher would have refused 
to meet because of his snobbery. 
Poor Nicodemus, who lost #0 
much for lack of a little indenend- 
ent courage! Yes, and poor we, 


who, Uke him, are too convention- 
ridden to be loyal to our noblest 
illumination, and who care more 
for “what they say” than for what 
God will my.

Whoever. rises above the crowd, be it a nation, a 


group or an individual, will hear angry voices below shouting Crueify 


him! Crucify him!” 


“To be great is to be misunderstood.” That thought finds some 


form of expression in the native tongue of every race. 


The experience 


is so general that it may be classified as a universal law. Individuals 
expect it. As they ascend they become accustomed to the solitude of 
the heights; but when a patriotic citizen finds the motiveg of his gov- 
ernment—of the common country on whose altar he stands ready to 
sacrifice his fortune and his life—when he finds motives of good intent 
impugned and maligned, he resents it with the hot passion with which 
one resents an injustice to a friend. 

In a single generation our country has grown to be the greatest and 
most powerful of nations. The shock of the World War caused the eco-

Yet 
our sun is almost obscured at times by the cloud of arrows that envy 


ever looses at success. 


Because our determination to preserve our American standard of 
living impelled us to make our immigration laws more restrictive, we 
have been accused of despoiling Burope of its gold and then barricad- 
ing our ports against those who sought to follow their wealth across the 


Atlantic. 


The statement that we entered the World War simply as a 


gigantic speculation, actuated solely by the prospect of pecuniary profit, 


has been made so often in the 
more than half the peoples of 


ress and the parliaments of Europe that 
urope, even in the countries with which 


we were associated in military movements, sincerely believe it. 
Our tariff on foreign goods, levied for the purpose of protecting 
American labor from underpaid foreign competition, has been misin- 


terpreted and misrepresented.

NOWING THE LAW | 

In an address to the Bar Association 
of Illinois Robert W. Besser, its president, 
said that thany members of legislative 
bodies have notions and formulate these 
notions into laws, afid everybody is pre- 
sumed to know the law. Commenting on 
the effect he said: 


That stands very well as a legal pre- 
.Sumption, but practically if every one 
was to know the law he would have to 
read continuously for 600 years and 
then remember all he read. A lawyer 
is considered very capable if he is able 
to find the law and more capable if he 
is able to interpret it in accordance 
with the last Supreme Court decision: 
but the people are presumed to keep 
apace with all the law and then abide 
by it as their rule of conduct and keep 
out of trouble. 

A well-read man has sometimes been 
called a “walking encyclopedia.” But it 
has never been said about any lawyer or 
judge that he is a walking code of law. It 
is possible to assimilate a large vocabu- 
lary and to understand the words used. It 
is next to impossible to have even a smat- 
tering knowledge of all the laws passed 
and in force in modern times. 

A law-abiding citizen, for instance, were 
he to guide all his actions according to 
law, would have to read and know six vol- 
umes of laws in force, compiled laws en- 
forced, seventeen volumes; annotated 
lawa, nineteen volumes, and statutes at 


~ 


large, forty-three volumes of the statutes 
of the United States alone. 


statutes, Civil Code of California, two vol- 
umes; general laws; two; Penal Code, one, 
and Political Code, one. To be capable of 
interpreting the law he would have to 
wade through 194 report volumes of 800 
Pages each of the Supreme Court and sixty- 
seven of the Appellate Court; not to men- 
tion county and city ordinances. 


It would not take 600 years exactly, but a 
lifetime would have to be spent keeping 
up with the new laws placed on the statute 
books every year. Yet the vast majority 
of citizens in every State are law-abiding 
because they are guided by common sense 


and a righteous instinct. Few criminals* 


are arrested owing to lack of knowledge 
of wrong-doing and fewer defendants are 
brought before the civil courts on account 
of ignorance of a breach of contract or oth- 
er offenses. The average man is presnmed 
to know the law because the law 4 pre- 
sumed to harmonize with common sense 
ot which the average man has his share.

The value of radio to the marine 
service is testified to in the annual 
report of the United States Ship- 
Ping Board, which relates that al- 
though a large number of the 
Fleet Corporation’s vessels were in 
distress during the year, assistance 
Was secured by radio, and for the 
sixth consecutive year not a sin- 
gle ship was lost. Bvery known 
method of utilizing radio as an aid 
to navigation and as a safety pro- 
tection to lives and property has 
been investigated by the radio sec- 
tion of the board. 

Radio compasses, for example, 
have been installed on every pas- 
senger carrying ship of the fleet 
and all gave satisfactory service.

A suggestion as to the improve- 
ment in radio reception making 
possible the elimination of static, 
improving tone quality and seleo- 
tivity has aroused interest among 
the many radio enthusiasts in 
Southern California. 

Ernest Walker Sawyer, factory 
representative for the Osborne- 
Kelsey Company, ts the authority 
for this and states that by bury- 
ing the Pitts underground an- 
tenna fifty feet from your recelv- 
ing set, then running your lead-in 
about six feet from the box and put 
in about fifty feet of insulated 
wire which is bent back and forth 
in sigzag fashion. Do not coll it, 
as that would make too much in- 


ductance. Bury all the wire six 
inches to eighteen inches deep. 
Then go six feet farther and bury 
another batch of thirty to forty 
feet. 

Then run your lead under the 
soll until you get within a few 
feet of your receiving set. 

This method is particularly at- 
tractive to the home owner, who 
does not wish to have the unsight- 
ly overhead aerial and at the same 
time be capable of receiving the 
distance and securing volume. A 
great increase in signal strength 
will be realized in the above in- 
stallation, so states Mr. Sawyer.

HOOVER DENIES | 
RADIO AMBITION 


Has No Aspirations to be 
Czar, He Asserts 


Declares Control Vested in 
American People 


Necessity of Supervision 
Told by Secretary 


Fans throughout the country 
will be interested, if not amused, 
in the recent attack on Secretary 
Hoover charging him with seeking 
to become “Czar of the Ether.” 
While the Secretary has cham- 
pioned the cause of the radio fans 
and fought strenuously to preserve 


order in the ether, he has never 
sought anything for himself, un- 
less it be a little peace and quiet 
and freedom from interference. 

As the followers of radio doings 
will recall, Mr. Hoover has always 
held that the authority given and 
offered to the Secretary of Com- 
merce, was too great for one man, 
Pointing out that the regulation 
of radio should be in the hands of 
commission. 

His reply to the charges that he 
might seek to use radio as a means 
of personally placing himself be- 
fore the fans as a Presidential 
candidate or to secure backing 
from the broadcasters by virtue 
of his administrative control of 
wave lengths, he met with a char- 
acteristic reply. 

Somebody needs to find out 
what has alréady taken place be- 
fore he starts something.“ was 
the way he answered his anony- 
mous critics. 

His full statement included the 
following: 

“A statement in one of the 
morning's newspapers seems to in- 
dicate a lack of information as to 
the basis I have proposed for ra- 
die control. The implication ts that 
Tt have sought to have that job 
placed in my hands. Far to the 
contrary, I have both before Con- 

onal committee and in at 
least a half-dozen puVlic addresses 
stated that no one official should 
dictate who is to use the radio 
wave lengths, and I have for years 
advocated that this, being a semi- 
judicial function, should be 
placed in the hands of an inde- 
pendent commission. 

Moreover, for five years I have 
reiterated that these wave lengths 
are public property to be used by 
assignment of public authority. 


This view has been enforced by 


| the Department of Commerce for 


the past five years. It was again 
reaffirmed by the last radio con- 
ference. This principle, together 
with a provision for a commission 
to control assignments, was incor- 
porated into a bill introduced to 
Congress some weeks ago by Con- 
gressman Wallace White and ap- 
proved by me.”

General Electric Has Net at 
Schenectady 


Those who grope among the alr 
channels at night have found an 
increasing number of radio sta- 
tions signing “General Electric 
Company, Schenectady.” There are 
now nine transmitters applying 
electrical impulses on nine differ- 


ent wave lengths from Schenectady. 


and during some periods seven 
transmitters may be on the air 
at the same time. Not all, how- 
ever, broadcasting, some are trans- 
mitting code—but each is on its 
own wave length and each is ap- 
plied to ita apportioned task. 

— 1 in the last eight 
months, become the great 
world center of radio- transmitter 
experimentation. Within three 
mies of the city the General Elec- 
tric Company has constructed a 
gigantic transmitter developmental 


eight transmitters have deen 
erected. Each transmitter hag its 
independent antenna system and 
these systems, as well as the trans- 
mitters, are constantly undergoing 
changes as information on opera- 
tion and reception is received. 
All transmitters are constructed on 


wooden frames, and may be quickly 


dismantied or altered as defects 
are discovered and new methods 
are dev 

The men at the transmitters are 
doing only part of the work, for 
development would be impossible 
without reports on reception of the 
output of these stations. The en- 
tire country, as a result, becomes 
a laboratory and the interested ra- 
dio experimenter ig invited to be- 
come a volunteer co-worker. The 
General Eectrie Company is great- 
ly indebted to these listeners who 
have thus far reported on the vari- 
ous tests, notably the fifty-kilowatt 
broadcast tests and the programs 
broadcast alternately from vertical 
and horizontal antennas on super- 
power. 

Reports from volunteer listeners 
are supplemented by observations 
made by a corps of field engineers, 
who are detailed to various parts 
of the country. For example, en- 
gineers are traveling about with 
trucks equipped with measuring 
instruments, by means of which the 
characteristics of the radiated 
energy may be accurately set 
forth. Men are also detailed on 
ocean voyages for the express pur- 
pose of measuring the South Sche- 
nectady signals under varying con- 
ditions. Measurements have been 
made in tropical latitudes and in 
sections of the country where fad- 
ing has been pronounced. 

Investigations at the South 
Schenectady station include the 
short and long wave lengths, code 
and broadcast signals, with vari- 
ous degrees of pOwer input and a 
side variety of antenna structures. 
Engineers are painstakingly re- 
cording data on transmission dur- 
ing daylight and dark, in rain. 
enow or fog. 

At the present time the follow- 
ing stations may be heard on the 
air with broadcast programs from 
the studio of War: 2XAG. 379.5 
meters; XK. 109 meters; 2XAF. 
41.88 meters. Telegraph or con- 
‘tinuous wave signals are put out 


from: 2XAZ, 214 meters; 2XAC. 
80 meters; 2XAD, 21 meters; 
2XAW, 15 meters. 2XAH opera- 


tion on 1560 meters is now under- 
going changes in design, but has 
been on the air for weeks and will 
be heard again in a short time. 

At some hours during the week, 
all the broadcast stations are used 
for code transmission. For exam- 
ple, Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday mornings, 
from 9 to 10 o'’cloc stations 
2XAH, ZXR.

WAVE LENGTHS 

NOW ON MARKET 

Good Broadcast Channels 
Proving Valuable 


Magazine Pays Big Figure 
fęor Air Rights 

Central Location is Factor in 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—With- 
in a short time there may be a new 
commodity on the market—broad- 
cast wave lengths. The possession 
of a good broadcasting channel, of 
say 400 meters, is worth far more 
today than 400 shares of any radio 
stock. It is probably worth four 
times that amount due to the 
scarcity of broadcast channels suit- 
able for Class B stations, A good 
broadcasting station or a “seat on 
the air“ may be worth just as much 
as a seat on the stock exchange. 
At any rate, it is reported that 
Charles E. Erbstein of Elgin, III., 
has sold his two stations to the 
Liverty Magazine for $260,000. The 
value of these stations was per- 
ha ps $60,000 each; they could cer- 
tainly be duplicated for half the 
amount paid for their possession. 
But their ownership without a 
broadcasting wave channel would 


exhausted. 
This leads to the estimated val- 
ue of some wave lengths at about 
$75,000 each, dependent upon cer- 
tain factors, location for example. 
Evidently the Liberty Magazine 
wanted to go on the air and as 
there were no available chanhels 
for broadcasting, this ‘company 
bought two stations, wave lengths 
included. This transaction is al- 
together proper as far as can 
determined, The Department of 
Commerce ig understood to be dis- 
posed to O.K. the transfer of own- 
ership, providing the station is not 
moved, The government will prob- 
ably renew the broadcasting u- 
cense when it is expired, in the 
name of the new owner. But the 
station with its wave channel could 
not be removed to another city due 
to allocations, 
Station WTAS of Elgin with 2500 
watts power and a wave length of 
261 meters will be designated as 
WLIB, owned by Liberty Weekly. 
Station WCEE, also in Elgin, rated 
at 1000 watts and operating on 275 
meters, will be listed as owned by 
Liberty Weekly, with the same call 
and rating, and Mr. Erosteins name 
will be off the lists. He is out ot 
luck, however, if he wants anoth- 
er wave length; there aren't auy 
more. The Department would not 
issue one to anybody if it was ob- 
tained for resale to another party. 
During the last few months 
some twenty - seven broadcast 
transmitters have changed hands, 
some of them through combina- 
tien with other interests, but sev- 
eral of them were believed to have 
been sold outright, wave length 
and all. Appurently nine manu- 
facturing interests have acquired 
the whole or a share of as many 
stations, while six newspapers have 
at least become associated in 
broadcasting. Two theaters ap- 
pear to have gained ownership of 
stations, and several individuals 
hose business is not known ap- 
— as new owners. 
there have been many transac- 
tions in which stations and their 
transmitting wave have figured. It 
is noted also that lately vacant 
channels in the ether are being 
snapped up almost as fast as they 
are released. For instance, 298 
stations went off the air in 1923, 
and 249 new licenses were issued. 
In 1924, whilé 262 were deleted, 
273 were issued licenses. So far in 
1925, 183 stations have closed, but 
213 new stations have been opened. 
All of which shows that the in- 
terest in getting on the air has 
by no means waned in the last 
two years. There are today al- 
most as many stations on the air 
as there were at the peak of the 
curve in May, 1923, when 691 was 
the total. 
Owners of stations, no matter 
where or ef what power, are ad- 
to hold on to their licenses 
even if they have lost interest in 
factual broadcasting. It looks to 
the writer as if many owners 
would be able to realize on their 
investment either through direct 
sale or by leasing them to com- 
panies or individuals desirous of 
getting on the air.

WARNING SOUNDED 

For several years the country 
has enjoyed a building boom and 
an active speculation in real es- 
tate.

“The independent producer is 
confronted, at the dawn of this 
new year, by the greatest opportu-

of Corinne Griffith Productions, 
Inc., producer of the Hurry Carey 
features, and a partner in many 
prominent film erterprises.

On March 6, 1879, the 
property passed out of the 


possession of Lehman, sold 


under foreclosure of mort- 


gage. The cactiis hedge was 


cut down in July, 1886, 
when the city ordered the 
laying of cement sidewalks. 


Roundhouse was used for a 
time as a schoolhouse. Then 
it became a sort of second- 
hand lodging-house, and 
finally degenerated. into a 
resort where tramps held 
sway. It disappeared be- 


fore the march of progress 


in 1887, when the big boom 
burst its bubble. After 
that, the Roundhouse was 
only a memory. | 


After Lehman left it, the 


Mary M. Bowman, who, 
in the 90’s was a well-known 
local writer of early Los 
Angeles history, says: 

“It was my pleasure to 
see the Roundhouse built. 
When I first saw it the foun- 
dations. were up about 
eighteen inches. It was 
built of adobe. The exact 
location was at 311-13-15- 
17 South Main street. The

property included Numbers

The opening of the Round- 
house was quite an event in 
Los Angeles social circles. 
The old Los Angeles Star of 
October 2, 1858, has this to 
say of the auspicious event: 

“The handsome grounds 
of the Roundhouse, in the 
south part of Main street, 
although well out in the 
country, have been fitted up 
as a public garden, under 
the title of “The Garden of 
Paradise.’ In it are to be 
seen, elegantly portrayed, 
the primeval family, Adam 
and Eve and Cain and Abel; 
also the old serpent and the 


golden apples, all according 


to the record. There is in 


addition a frame work con- 


taining what are called ‘Fly- 


ing horses’ for the amuse- 


ment of the children. A 
band of music is stationed 
in the balcony of the house 
and plays at intervals. The 


garden is tastefully laid out, 


and is much frequented by 
our citizens, especially on 
Sundays.”

At the Roundhouse was 
established the second vot- 
ing place in the city. Inside 
the room sat the election 
judges and clerks. Outside 
a window stood the jam of 
voters. The window sill 
corresponded to the thick- 
ness of the adobe wall, and 
was, therefore, ut three 
feet deep. This sill served 
as a table, upon it being 

a soap or candle box, 
into which a hole had been 
eut to deposit the ballots. 
The first German school 
founded in Los Angeles held 
its sessions in the old 
Roundhouse. 


George Lehman was per- 


haps the pioneer real estate 
boomer before that pictur- 
esque word became incorpo- 
rated into the Los Angeles 
vocabulary. He not only 
boomed but he bought. He 
bought so extensively, and 
his speculations were con- 
ducted at such an early pe- 
riod (unfortunately for him- 
self) that his optimism, to- 
gether with his extensive 
unimproved _ holdings, 
proved his downfall. 
Besides the Roundhouse 
and gardens he owned real 
estate which now would 
resent untold millions. i 
proof of which mention has 
only to be made of a few of 
his possessions at that time, 
which included the south- 
west corner of Sixth and 
Spring streets, the north- 
east corner of Sixth and 
Hill, large frontages and 
many other corners on 
Main, Spring, Fort (Broad- 
way) and Hill streets. Prac- 
tically none of this property 
brought Lehman any in- 
come at that time, so that 
when the city began to 


ments compelled him to give 
a $15,000 blanket mortgage 
A a San capital- 


Lehman soon found him- 
self beyond his depth, and 
defaulted in the payment of 
both principal and interest. 
Not only that, but with a 
confidence in the future of 
Los Angeles which other 
business men did not see for 
twenty years, Lehman re- 
fused to sell a single foot of 
land, and in 1879 the San 


Francisco mortgage holder 


foreclosed, and the gates of 
the Garden of Paradise 
were shut forever, and a 
sheriff’s sale was advertised 
for the purpose of closing 
out Lehman’s numerous 
holdings. 
When the auctio 
mounted a barrel to start 
the sale, he requested an of- 


fer for the Lehman proper- 


ty on the corner of Hill and 
Second ‘streets—a lot 120x 
160 in size. The bidding 
started away down the lad- 
der, until, under the bullish 
activities of Louis Mesmer, 
a friend of Lehman, the fig- 


ures soon reached the as- 


tounding proportions of 
$400. At this point Mes- 
mer doubled the bid for 
$800—a _ recklessly-extrava- 
gant price for the property 
in that day. The auctioneer 
at once aecepted the bid, 
shouting “Sold for $800 to 
Louis Mesmer!“ 
Poor Mesmer! A great 


shout arose at his foolish 


and reckless bid. It was 
something he had not reck- 
oned on, and he soon found 
himself with an elephant on 
his hands. Staid business 
men shook their heads, pre- 
dicting that Mesmer must 
have been crazy to have paid 
such an unheard-of price 


for a piece of real estate he 


had absolutely no use for.

When he died he 
was buried in a pauper's 
grave.

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LL the arts, with the exception of photography, 
are very old, the origin of most of them lost in 


tae mountains of oblivion, near the source of

medicine man, a priest-doctor, deeply learned in the anctent lore of 


the Navajo. The majority of the sand-paintings are made expressly 


for the observance of healing ceremonials, and are held so sacred 
that few white people indeed have been permitted to see them, even 
after they have been completed and have served the particular pur- 
pose for which they were created. The Navajo medicire man be- 
lieves that his ability and spiritual endowment come to him from the 
gods, that this power would be hanipered in ita transmiysion {f skep- 
ties or doubters: were allowed to intrude. He, therefore, tries to 
protect himself by an isolation which he deems will assure his spirit 
freedom to dwell in the silent places. 


Nature Aids Shaman 


“From Father Sky above and Mother Earth below. the 
shaman learns his cosmic lessons; he remembers the writing of the 
mighty wind gods on the sand of the desert, and eo he uses the sand 
as a medium, for his own symbolic picture-writing. Wien the dried 
essences of Mother Earth for his pigments, he paints his pictures, 
with Mother Earth herself as his canvas. His designs are 
complete in balance, perfected by years of usage by the trained 
medicine men of his race. Despite the fact that the corn pattern 
in the accompanying sand-painting is much longer than the plants in 
the other corners, the drawing has the charm of asymmetry, and the 
placing of black at every corner of the central square suggests the 
swastika motive, and gives increased symbolic value to the design. 

“Interpreted, the sand-picture shown herewith, tells how little 
Ta ta teen Ishki was playing one day with his brother, while his 
happy parents looked on. Suddenly, Ta ta teen Ishka was missed, 
and no trace of him could be found, Apparently the earth had 
swallowed him, for a deep, dark hole yawned at the feet-of his - 
ents.

The square in the center 
ia the earth. he dark due is the hole in the earth, where the 
serpents live, mysterious, hidden guardians of the springs and water 
supplies. The triangular figures are clouds, colored to symbolize 
the four cardinal points, white representing the East; yellow, the 
West; biack, the North, and blue, the South. The feathered pendants 
indicate flight, speed, and the alr element. The personified clouds are 
mate deities, so their heads are made round. The circle is the symbol 
of heaven, and heaven is conceived as the father, while the earth, rep- 
resented as square, is the mother. Even today we speak of ‘the 
four corners of the earth.’ | 

“The four corners of the equare are embellished with the 
black cloud designs. thus introducirig a double motive into the 
symbolism, and forming the wind sign of the Indians. This ie a 
variation of the swastika, Which, in many North American Indian 
tribes, stands for the four winds. The rainbow ig a female deity, and 
so is represented es having a rectangular head.

Perhaps our greatest one need 
tor making Southern California not 
only more beautiful, but aleo more 
livable. is trees—-more trees.

hold.. And there is far too much 
glare for Anglo-Saxon eyes. Far 
fewer people here would be wear- 
ing eyeglasses if we had trees 
enough. 

“He who plants a tree does a 
great deed, whose good may go on 
for 100 years or 200 or 300. He 
who plants an avenue of them is 
a real benefactor to humanity. 

“Now we must not stop with 
planting; let us stop this wholesale 
slaughter of the trees we already 
have.” 

A madness for tree destructlon 
seems to have seized upon all of 
Southern California. Right here in 
the city I have seen whole blocks 
of noble old trees destroyed with- 
out any real reason. With no 
further real reason. the town of 
Alhambra, already fiat and tow. 
tnerefere needing all the beauty 
it could command, destroyed its 
one greatest asset in cutting down 
the nobie old pepper trees that 
had lined its main street for forty 
years, and changed its name from 
romantic Boabdil avenue to Main 
street. And what had they then? 
Instead of a poetic old highway, 
they had a cheap imitation of a 
city street. Their stupid self-in- 
flicted loss wag one that can never 
be mended. 

“They said it was to increase 
business. Why, in Paris, the re- 
tal shopping capital of the entire 
world, all the smart business 
streets are lined with trees. The 
smartest shops that exist in the 
universe have their fronts shaded 
by fine old sycamores and elms.

GREAT TREES GO DOWN 
“In Pasadena, within my mem- 
ory, magnificent: old oak trees 
|} grew every block or two in the 
center of Orange Grove avenue. 
which, by the way, has been de- 
clared. one of the seven 
streets of America. On the plea 
of ‘a few night-speeding autoists. 
to the effect that they might not 
see one of those giant trees some 
night, those noble oaks were 
ruthiessly chopped down. Yet. an 
electric light on each of them 
would have cost an infinitesima! 
fraction of the price of felling 
them. I counted the annual rings 
on some of those giants: it had 
taken nature 500 and 600 years 
o- grow those trees; they were 
full-grown when America was die- 
covered and fools destroyed them 
in a few hours. 

“I feel that if I could save the 
life of une fine tree I have given 
myself some excuse for living. 

“In our public plantings let us 
get some sense of art and beauty. 
Tet us line whole streets or at least 
whole blocks with trees of one 
kind. in no other way can we 
get symmetry of Une. 

“In a recent survey we found 
sixteen kinds of trees and palms 
on one street. Senta Barbara and 
Beverly Hillse—our two towns 
with any real beauty of plan-——long 
ago determined upon one kind of 
tree for one street. And it is 
paying them well not only apirit- 
ually but actually financially. for 
people of wealth and achieve- 
raent naturally grayitate to the 
place where beauty fs planned and 
protected.

A 
record of a time of storm and change, 
1663-1798. By J. W. Jeudwine. Long 
mans, Green & Co., London and New 
York. 

A comprehensive and scholarly 
eketch of affairs, economic, reli- 
gious and political, of the eight- 
eenth century, compiled mainly 
from contemporary sources. In it 
we find traced the decadence 
feudalism in Poland and France. 
with brief accounts of the rell 
cious and dynastic wars of the first 
half of the century. There are also 
interesting chapters on the forces 
that led up to the wars and also 
on the condition of the prisons of 
the period. 

The expansion of commerce, the 
rise of monopoly, the development 
of transportation and the origin 
of the tariff system, together with 
the changes that took place in the 
financial structure when, through 
the medium of banking, credit be- 
gan to exercise a vast influence on 
commerce and trade. Then we get 
a vivid account of the struggle for 
the monopoly of the colonial trade 
and the resulting wars for em- 
pire between England, France and 
Holland. 

There is a tremendously inter- 
esting chapter on the American 
Revolution which deals with the 
causes that led up to the struggle 
and the conditions at home, mean- 
ing in England. which were re- 
sponsible for the rapid growth of 
the population of the colonies. 

The book ts amply indexed and 
contains four very valuable map 
that will aid the student in visu- 
alizing geographical conditions of 
the period. There is also a splen- 
did bibliography to the sources 
quoted by the author.

POLITE LISTENERS COULD 
DISCRIMINATE 


The California Federation of 
Music Clubs’ biennial convention 
is announced for four days in 
April, to be held at Sanja Monica. 

The California Federation rep- 


régents 144 clubs whose chief in- 
terest is music. 

Here lies an amazing organized 
power which cannot help but be 
an impressive factor in the music 
life of the State. What is being 
doe with this power? 

Judging by most of the pro- 
gtame presented by the music 
clubs it would seem that the worst 
music is put forth by those who 
specialize in the art. Whenever a 
four-days, two-days’ or even one- 
day's matinee program is an- 
nounced, the lack of discriminating 
knowledge of performers, program 
numbers and balance 1 glaringly 
get forth. 

If you attend these meetings. ex- 
cepting in all too rare instances. 
Fou are entertrined (7) with semt- 
ambteur performers whom some- 
one with influence wants to do 
something for. Quantities of bad 
art i® encouraged this way. 

Encouragement of real talent Is 
one thing. this is quite another. To 
ask. several hundred or, perhaps, 
several thousand Jlisteners to sit for 
hours in polite boredom in order 
that proteges may be shown off is 
an affront to the name of Music 
Club. 

Some sweet day the politely 
bored are going to turn on the 
program committees of these clubs 
and demand satisfaction. That 
will come when they cease being 
passively recepjive and become ac- 
tively discriminating. They . are 
moing to demand professional pro- 
rams of the highest quality be- 
cause ther will know themselves 
what tmrusic quality is. 
be Southern California music 
sections of the Federated Clubs 
are being guided by Antoinette Sa-

the amateur spirit—that ef club 
chorus-singing. Chorus singing is 
a fine thing for the singers. It 
needs the amateur spirit as it 
resents the childhood of music.

Psychology tor 
Accomplishment 


Mme. Helen Stanley, our own 
American soprano, who is tô sing 
next Tuesday evening, the 12th 
inst., at the Philharmonic Audi- 
torium under L. E. Behymer’s man- 
agement, is today as well known for 
her concert work as for her oper- 
atic achievements. 

“One does not arrive at success 
by chanoe,” is Mme.

Too many per- 
sons rely on their wishbones and 
not on their backbones for success. 
Often when I am singing or per- 


haps playing at my piano, F make 
use of this psychological fact. As

age, a hard interval for the voice 
or the hands, as the case may be, 
I visualize the notes that I must 
sing, I think them as hard and 
clearly as I can, and if I think them 
hard enough, I am sure to hit them 
clear and true.

BARSE MILLER AT 
~ HATFIELD GALLERY 


My first introduction to Barse 
Miller was by way of a few tiny 
water colors. How big they were! 
My last introduction came about at 
the gallery of Dalzell Hatfield on 
Monday of the past week, where 
he is now holding an exhibition of 
thirteen or fourteen oil paintings. 
First I viewed the paintings, and 
then, uhexpectedly, I shook hands 
with the painter himself, who looks 
exactly as his oils and water colors 
would indicate—alert and Vital, but 
with a Philadelphia accent, which 
the pictures haven't got. 

The little water colors that first 
brought him to my notice hung in 
the gallery of the Los Angeles 
county fair at Pomona, and, be- 
ing on the jury, 1 didn't hesitate 
a moment to vote one of them a 
prise. Free, sparkling. alive, it 
sang to me and the other jurors 
the true so of the water color. 
I've forgotten what it was all 
about, but I remember its song. 

The same jubilant note, though 


Im another key. was struck by the 


two oil paintings Barse Miller ex- 
hibited a few months ago at the 
show by California inters at the 
Los Angeles Museufh. They were 
audible as well as visible, though 
they didn’t shout. The figures in 
them, old fishermen from Brittany 
voung fisherwives from Douarne- 
nez, had been observed and studied 
by a young painter who loved hu- 
man nature almost as much as he 
loved art—perhaps more—and the 
result of his comprehensive scru- 
tiny were two good works of art 
that captured the spirit of the fish- 
er Tolk of France. 5 

Miller's technique has the free- 
dom of life itself, life broadly seen 
and met with outstretched arms. 
There isn’t a finicky touch in it— 


I refer to Miller's use of the brush 


—and if the artist sometimes miss- 
es a few refined nuances, he more 
than compensates for the lack by 
the integrity of his outlook. He 
tells us the truth as he sees it. And 
he sees a great deal. 

In the pregent exhibition we have 
the portrait of the artist's wife— 
not quite as successful as the size 
of the canvas might indicate—MIl- 
ler is really not a portrait painter 
—and a series of outdoor studies 
from Italy. with a few powerful 


pictures made along the coasts of. 


New England and Southern Call- 
fornia. In all. a showing that stirs 
the blood. We also come upon a 
flower study. 

This flower study, callas and 
other energetic blooms thrust into 
a conventional vase, is not like all 
other flower studies. Its vitality is 
astounding Its color is as vigor- 
ous and vibratory as the color of 
nature. Its realism repels and its 
virtuosity attracts. You like it and 
dislike it at one and the same time. 
Miller calls this picture “Flor- 
escence’’-—a title that Is almost a 
stroke of genius in itself. 

The best things in the show, to 
my way of thinking, are the gate- 
ways, the towers and the hill- 
climbing towns that the painter 
found in Italy, but unhappily my 
notes on these and the coast scenes 
are so cryptically brief that, what- 
ever they have meant to me on 
Mopeny they tell Mt to nothing 
on Wednesday. But patient read- 
er, be not dismayed. I have a list 


of titles, somewhat illegible. and 


the following are checked off. an 
indication that I fould them either 
very good or open to criticism—lI 
forget which: 

“Road to Amalfi,” “The Tiled 


“California Coast,” “New England

RECENT PORTRAITS 
BY HERBERT ACKER 


A dozen portraits, many of them 
newly painted, from the brush of 
Hierbert V. B.. Acker, are on ex- 


hibition through the month at the 
Ebell Club. The showing is very 
fully representative of the paint- 
ers talent. 

Acker’s present studio is in 
South Pasadena. The artist was 
born in Southern California, but 
in his early youth he went to 
Paris to study art, and it is only 
for the last year that he has made 
his home here. Whether he WII 
remain or not is problématical, as 
he is already contemp.ating a 
sketching trip among the fortressed 
old towns of Italy. 

Such a trip would prove rich in 
results, for Acker has a keen ap- 
preciation of the beauty of bril- 
liant color, an understanding of 
where to place opposing of har- 
monizing hues. Th.s flair for good 
color is proved by any one of his 
portraits, and it is pleasant to 
know that he is about to give it 
wider scope. 

His first exhibition in Los Ange- 
les was held at the Biltmore salon 
a few months ago, where he 
showed a rund dozen of canvases, 
as he is doing now. At the time I 
hailed him as a true portraitist, and 
I was not surprised to learn that 
up to then he had never painted 
anything but counterfelt present- 
ments of men and women—vwith, 
of course, their still-life accessories 
which he handles with much dex- 
terity, being keenly alive to the 
delights of texture in silks and 
sating and velvets. 
No better example of Acker’ 
success with color and texture can 
be given than the life-size por- 
trait of Alice Gentle in the role of 
Carmen. In this alert pose—a 
dramatic gesture—Miss Gentle is 
seen standing beside an ivory- 
tinted wall, and her bright shawl, 
vividly red, a gift to the prima 
donna from the Queen of Spain, 
I understand, makes the whole pic- 
ture sing with a triumphant vi- 
tality. 

The same triumph may be noted 
in the_portrait of Neal Begley in 
“Pagliacci.” The white trousers 
and coat, studded with black, are 
silhouetted against the curtain of 
shimmering peacock green that the 
impassioned singer is About to pull 
aside. The right arm is raised, face 
and head are thrown back. Here, 
too, we have a fine dramatic ges- 
ture. The head is modeled with 
great skill. 

In fact, modeling is one of Ack- 
er's strongest assets as a portrait 
painter, and not seldom he at- 
tains to subtle refinement in the 
rendering of flesh—that most dif- 
ficult of all the feats of a painter. 
A notafile example of this delicate 
finesse is the portrait of Colin Mc- 
Phee, well-known young compos- 
ing pianist of Canada. Here we 
have the blond English flesh of

BILLION-DOLLAR YEAR SEEN 


Agricultural Output for 1925 Pictured in Current 
Number of Realty Journal 


„ Woodbury Bulid- | So 


Billion-dollar production from California ranches, farms, orchards, 
Sardens and nurseries in 1926 is pictured in the ourrent January issue 
of California real estate, official publication of the California Real 


Estate Association. 

Some new totals, startling in 
their scope, are presented in the 
farm lands survey just completed. 
Heretofore $600,000,000 has been 
considered a high estimate of crops. 
This figure is about doubled on 
conservative calculations by the 
real estate magazine. 

Another recent economic survey 
showed hat there was a $476,000,- 
000 income returned to growers 
here last year, practically all of 
which represented products export- 
ed to other States and nations. In 
this were included fruits, vege- 
tables, cotton, nuts and miscellane- 
ous produce such as butter and 
eggs. But no account was taken, 
it is believed, of live stock, hides, 
wool, flowers, seeds and such, to- 
taling tens of millions of dollars 
in the aggregate. As an instance 
of this, San Mateo county alone 
reports oral produc- 
tion in 19265. 

So it is that California real estate 
feels safe in estimating 1925 bump- 
er farm income from without the 
State at $500,000,000 or more. 

In building up its billion-dollar 
total, the survey points to the fact 
that the population of California 
has passed the 5,000,000-mark, ac- 
cording to school statistics and es- 
tirfiates by State Controller Ray IL. 
Ril Due to the tropical climate 
conducive to a diet of green foods 
especially, each person in the State 
annually consumes at least $100 
in fruit, vegetables, dairy products 
and. poultry, some of which is 
raised and more of it brought to 
the householder’s door by motor 
truck or sold along the highways. 

Se far as is known this is the 
first time the consuming power of 
the population itgelf has been fig- 
ured as an economic factor in the 
value of farm products inasmuch as 
few highly populated metropolitan 
areas are self-supporting. 

Los Angeles county, however, 
with a population of more than 
2,000,000 holds the banner record 
for crop values of any county in 
America. Further, conditions make 
it possible for thousands of fami- 
lies to maintain their own Far- 
dens, chickens and fruit trees, all 
ef which needs must be counted if 
comparisons are to be made with 
lees favored sections. Similar con- 
ditions maintain the San Fran- 
cisco peninsula 4 in the Oak- 
land east bay region, as well as 
the smaller metropolitan areas. 

This compilation of new figures 
fe based on reports by various 
county officials throughout. the 
State and a cross-section table in 
the magazine reveals the diversity 
with which California is blessed.

bedding of ores performs the ad- 
ditional function of distributing or 
averaging certain constituents that 
must be kept within certain limits 
if the smelting process is tp be a 
success. 

One such constituent is sulphur, 
which is usually present in copper 
ores, and controls to a great ex- 
tent the smelting process. A cer- 
tain amount of this element is re- 
quired in connection with the 
process used in Arizona, since it 
prevents the copper from entering 
the slag. which is the waste prod- 
uct of the smelting furnaces. As 
the amount of sulphur in the ore 
increases over the amount desired, 
it becomes detrimental, since it 
adds to the cost of the operation 
following the smelting furnaces, 
namely. converting. By mixing 
ores containing mall and large 
amounts of sulphur, this element 
ie more readily handled. The ore 
beds accompli! this distribution.

The smelting furnaces for treat- 


ing the ore beds are of two kinds: 
blast furnaces are used to treat the

The furnace feed, therefore, con- 


products flow from the furnace and 
are separated by settling; the slag 
being the lighter forms a layer 
above the matte. 

The rising current of gas from 
the blast furnace takes with it 
light particles of ore, and for this 
reason the blast furnace is not 
adapted to smelt material from the 
fine beds. The fine ore is 
smelted usually after a roasting 
operation which removes part of 
the sulphur in a reverberatory fur- 
nace which consists of a long reo- 
tangular or oval hearth u 
which the ore-flux mixture is fed. 
The heat for melting the charge ts 
obtained by burning either oll or 
finely ground coal and allowing the 
flame to pass over the charge. The 
products of the smelting operation 
are similar to those produced by 
the blast furnace. 

The matte obtained from either 
the blast or reverberatory furnace 
is essentially a mixture of copper 
sulphide and fron sulphide with 
the gold and silver originally con- 
tained in the ore. This molten 
matte as it comes from the smelt- 
ing operation le poured by means 
of a le, operated by a crane, 
into a vessé] called a.converter.

LANDSCAPING SUGGESTIONS 


Many garden lovers enjoy adding 


Both of these means 


of growing new plants are easily 
accomplished after a little practice 
and here, the spring is a good time 
to do this work. 


If one is enthusiastic about roses 
then cuttings from the choicest 
bushes will be the basis for the 
“slipping” garden. A box flied 


with sand is as good a place as any 


for setting the slips and should be 


put in a sunny exposure so the 


cuttings will have the benefit of 
Warmth while rooting. Ali cut- 
tings should be made with a sharp 
knife, not to bruise the wood, and 


a bud or two should be placed be- 
neath the soil with several buds 


above, and thus provision win be 
made for the growth of new roots 
and new leaves. 

There are besides roses, many 
plants that can be raised from 
slips, too, and euch ones include 
poinsettias, geraniums, heliotrope, 
earnations, ard vines like honey- 
suckle. Honeysuckle can also be 
rooted by layering and this is one 
of the best ways to do with this 
particular vine for it has many 
runners that spread over the 
ground naturally. Burying a few 
inches of one of these runners; that 
is, so that a bud or two is beneath 
the ground, wil] soon start new 
roots and a new growth that can 
be cut off from e main plant 
and reset in some new location. 

Carnations are also layered eas- 
ily, but if one prefers to put them 
in a box for rooting, just the tips 
of the old plants are eufficient to 
make new pla ite.

As to 
trading the car in, I would be in- 
clined to do it soon. Life is too 
short for a driver to spend it 
searching for something, he knows 


not what. Leave that to the engi- 
neer and scientist.

battery as in any other supply for 
your automobile.

STRAIGHTER, 
IS REPORT 


Women Take More Room 
on Road, Inspectors 
Claim 


Men drivers hola a straighter 


line than do women, and do not 
require so much of the highway, 
according to experimenting that 
has been done with traffic lines 
on the Valley Boulevard just east 
of El Monte. This boulevard, 
which ts 30 feet wide, was divided 
into three lanes. Each of the out- 
side lanes was nine feet wide, leav- 
ing 12 feet in the center for pase- 
ing cars. During the peak load of 
the heavily-traveled boulevard a 
check was made indicating that 
while truck drivers, busses and 
rapidly moving cars generally 
stayed in the outside lane com- 
fortably, women drivers did not 
kee poutside the lines, either 
through carelessness or fear that 
nine feet is not sufficient width for 
safe driving. 


der the direction of George Jones, 
road commissioner of Los Angeles 
county, in co-operation with the 
Automobile Club of Southern Call- 
fornhia. Trained observers checked 
the traffic at its peak load for sev- 
eral hours and concluded that the 
proper width had been reached 
for dividing a %30-foot pavement. 
It is not belleved that three 10-foot 
lanes would work as effectively as 
one 12-foot center lane, with nine 
feet on each side. 

While the report noted particu- 
larly the failure of women driv- 
ers to observe the lines on the 
boulevard, no explanation is given 
as to why feminine drivers did not 
keep within the outside lanes. It 
is believed that other heavily-trav- 
eled boulevards will be marked in- 
to three lanes of travel, and more 
extensive studies made of the ef- 
fect of this upon traffic.

‘mation, has started the operation 
of its stations at Yuma and Needles 
on the eta 3 border and will 
open offices at Truckee, Lakeport 
and Yreke ag soon as snow clears 
and weather permits operations. 
Five offices will be maintained dur-

TO GIVE INFORMATION 

Plans call fcc a set-up that will 
furnish the tourist with every pos- 
sible bit of information he may 
desire, It is tne present plan to 
show the San Joaquin Valley in a 
relief map with all roads, rivers, 
mountain ranges, cities, towns and 
general points of historical and 
eng interest in detail. 

Information regarding communi- 
ties will be furnished the traveler 
if he wishes to visit any particu- 
lar location and he will be routed 
over the best and shortest high-} 
ways, informed where he may get 
the beat accommodations, told of 
the scenery to be viewed along the 
way and everything done to make 
his pat: more pleasant and in- 
teresting while he is in the State. 
As he leaves, he wil be given in- 
formation on the best way home, 
together with literature on all that 
he has seen in the State. Every 
means will be taken to extend a 
service that will leave a lasting and 
favorable impression of California. 


FURNISH SERVICE 

Besides the maps, community ex- 
hibits; advertisements of private 
individuale and firms which will 
be on display at the border line 
stations, there will be operated in 
connecticn garages, rvice sta- 
tions, medern cottages, community 
kitchens, stores and amusement 
riaces. While these will not be 
operated by the California Border 
Information Bureau, the property 
is owned and under the direct con- 
trol of this organization.

“On Call” Vehicles Without 
Jurisdiction, Says Board 


Motor trucks engaged in general 
hauling do not come under the 
Jurisdiction of the Railroad Com- 
mission. when their operations are 
not “usually or ordinarily” between 
fixed routes or over regular routes. 

This ruling was made last week 
by the commission in disposing of 
of a large number of applications 
for certificates to operate under 
the Auto Stage and Truck Trans- 
portation Act. 

The decision was signed by Com- 
missioners Squires, Decoto ‘and 
Whitsell, Commissioners Seavey 
and Brundige dissenting. All ap- 
plications, therefore, were 


of jurisdiction. 
Trucking and 
companies express satisfaction over 
the attitude taken by the commis- 
sion, claiming that uncertainty 
over the status of many companies 


Owning motor truck equipment has 
been embarrassing in a number of 


ways. 


It is said that many firms own- | 


ing and operating trucks have tech- 
nNically been unable 
with the rules of the transporta< 
tion act for the reason that it has 
been impossible for them to estab- 
ligh regular routes and make the 
proper declarations regarding the 
classifications of freight 


For this reason their hauling op- 
erations have been handicapped. 
The decision of the Railroad Com- 
mission, however, rules that any- 
one engaged in the trucking busi- 
ness without definitely fixed routes 
or termini does not require a cer- 
tificate from the Railroad Com- 
mission. 

In support of this view, the com- 
mission stresses the point that its 
jurisdiction covers only stage and 
truck operators whose operations 
are over regular routes, defined by 


the statute as “the termini or route |

BENJAMIN FRANKLIN 
AND HIS KITE 


In the last year there has been 
considerable discussion about Ben- 


jamin Franklin and his kite. Did 
Franklin bring down lightning 
from the clouds dur®x a thunder- 
storm, as popular opinion has it, 
or didn’t he? Many authorities 

that the sage never per- 
formed any such experiment, that 
the entire affair is a myth. 

A letter written on the sub 
Franki. presumably in 1752, 
isn interesting in this connection. 
Franklin writes: “Make a cross of 
two light strips of cedar, the arms 
so long as to reach the four cor- 


ners of a large silk handkerchief 
when extended: tie the corners of 
the handkerchief to the extremi- 
ties of the erossa, so you have the 
body of a kite, which being prop- 
erly accommodated with a tail, 
loops, and string, will rise in the 
alr, like those made of paper, but 
this, beima silk. is fitted te bear 
the wet and wind of a thunder 
ust without tearing. 

“To the top of the upright stick 
is to be fixed a very sharp pointed 


next te the hand, 
silk ribbem, and where the silk and 
twine join a key may be fastened. 


This kite to be raised when a. 


thunder gust appears to be coming 
on, and the person who holds the 
string must stand within a door or 
window or under some other cov- 
ering, so that the silk ribbon may 
not be wet, and care must be taken 
that the twine does not touch the 
frame of the door or window.

Treatment and 


Since we are now living in a period where 
many diseases are being treated by the 
medical profession through inoculation, the 
educational work of this department would 


not be complete unless it included the dis- 


cussion of inoculation therapy. 

It is high time that people understood 
what is being injected into their bodies. 1 
am entirely in sympathy with freedom of 


action upon the part of any individual to se- 


eure any type of treatment he desires. But 
if you want treatment by injection, at least 
understand what is being put into your 
precious body. 

In general there are four large groups of 
organic bacterial substances that are used 
in the inoculation treatment. Modern bac- 
teriological technique. has _evolved many 
variations of inoculation. ” Practically all 
of them, however, come under one of the 
four categories I have mentioned before. 

The first and perhaps the largest used are 
technically known as the vaccines. Most 
people are familiar with vaccination for 
smalipox. Few, however, know that medical 
practice uses many thousands of vaccines 
for many diseases besides smallpox. 

at are vaccines? A vaccine is an emnl- 
sion or a filtrate of germs whose activity 
has been partially or completely destroyed, 
generally by heat or by the addition of a 
germicide. The process is fairly simple. 
Germs are grown in beef bouillon or other 
nutrient liquids. This is the base of the 
vaccine, varying as to type. Some are used 
pure exactly as grown. With others the 
germs are killed by heat and their dead 
lee injected. With still others the germs 
are but partially destroyed and the fiuid 
plus the half-dead germs injected:

He can settle the question, however, by 
finding out whether his pulse is normal at 
any time, for if the beats are not regularly 
irregular there is no organic affection. The 
functional disturbance, through constantly 
dosing with digitalis and other drugs that 
are often given to whip up the heart’s ac- 
tion, will very soon create trouble that may 
be serious. 

This suggests another cause of chronic 
constipation, and other dyspeptic symptoms. 
Those who resort to drugs are frequent suf- 
ferers from stomach trouble. The contents 
of the medicine bottle do not strengthen 
the digestive organs, but weaken them, 
though the victims sometimes are very slow 
in finding it out. Usually they wake up to 
that fact after the mischief is done. Pa- 
tients whe from any cause have been long 
ill usually attribute all of their bad feelings 
to the disease—whatever that may mean. 
Very few understand that they are making 
their own disease as they go along; they 
see no connection between incorrect or 
harmful habits and their mental and physi- 
cal ailments. 

Our people need to learn what is meant 
by good health; that it is the result of 
right living, and if we disregard the com- 
monly known laws of physiology we destroy 


must cease to do evil, and learn to do right. 
Let us find a correct dietary, and then fol- 


low it faithfully, and take only as much 


food as the system can appropriate. We 


must also partake of it under conditions 


that favor perfect digestion; we must not 
eat in a hurry, rush off to work or business, 


thereby diverting the blood away from the 


stomach to other parts of the body.

Dr. John Harvey Kellogg discusses below 
the question of a grouch at the dinner table.

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most fridiculous popular

crankiness, which is a number of actual pressed during a meal; 


that one while eat- 
ing should concentrate his whole attention 
upon his eating. “For,” said the writer, 


“eating is one of the most serious acts of 


life. We are made of what we eat, and 
so what we eat, how we eat and how much 
we eat are questions of prodigious impor- 
tance. The mind should not be disturbed 
by trifling conversation. To talk or laugh 
or to allow the attention to be diverted 
from the proper selection and mastication 
of the food is to run a great risk of injury 
from making a wrong choice or a bad com- 
bination of foods, or neglect of sufficient 
mastication, or taking too much of this or 
too little of that.” One should, according 
to this writer, focus his whole mind upon 
the grave act of nourishing his body. 

This is all bad philosophy. The writer's 
suggestion, if actually put in operation, 
would prove an excellent formula for pro- 
ducing dyspepsia. Digestion, like talking, 
is carried on by an automatic mechanism, 
All that an eater needs to do is to touch 
the button and start it off. The stammerer 
speaks without difficulty when he forgets 
that he stammers. A stammerer who 
‘wanted to say sixteen, after entertaining 
me for several minutes with sé-se-se-se-se- 
se-se-se, realizing that the situation was 
getting rather tedious, suddenly exclaimed 
without the slightest difficulty, “Please ex- 
cuse me, I have to stammer a little while 
before I can speak,” and then resumed his 
se-se-se-se-se-se-se-se for several minutes 
more 

The same pi._ciple applies to every vital 
function. Automatic processes must be 
done automatically. It is a great mistake 
to allow the mind to dwell while eating 
upon the physical processes of digestion. 
If one keeps thinking about what he bas 
eaten or is just going to eat, and wondering 
whether or not it will agree with him, 
he eats “with fear and trembling,” 80 to 
speak, his state of mind has a depressing 
influence upon his stomach, and that organ 
rebels. 

The stomach is bashful, one might say; 
the stomach, the liver and other organs 
are sensitive to criticism and observation; 
hence, when one sits down at the dinner 
table and begins to think and talk about 
his “peristaltic woes,” his stomach will very 
likely get into a sort of stage-fright so that 
it cannot do its work, and it will have to 
suspend business for a time, 

Conversation and laughter have a good 
effect upon the digestion, because, although 
it ig true that, while laughing, one may 
now and then swallow a bit of food before 
it is thoroughly masticated, another thing 
happens in connection with conversation 
and laughter which is an offset to this 
possibility. The diaphragm, every time it 
comes down, gives the stomach an extra 
squeeze. The movements of the stomach 


during the process of digestion are similar 


to the motion of churning. When one is 
dressed properly every time he takes a 
breath the diaphragm comes down with a 
good hearty squeeze upon the stomach, and 
shakes it up; the stomach is in this man- 
ner jolted up and down, and this is a part 
, of the digestive process, It is for this same 
reason that breathing exercises after break- 
fast and dinner are valuable. 

Laughter is technically called cachina- 


tion, and when one cachinates well his dia- 


phragm shakes his stomach well; it is a 
kind of merry dance; the stomach “trips 
the light fantastic toe,” so to speak, and 


the food ig set into such a commotion that 


the digestive process is hastened. 


A hearty laugh stimulates the vasomotor

Longevity and Health 


In dealing with a subject such as this, it 
is difficult to arbitrarily classify or group 
the facts on hand. N 

Longevity and health are directly related, 
inter-woven, inter- dependent, yet by no 
means should they be identified together. 

Although we may reason that good health 
will favor longevity, it is by no means a 
proven conclusion. The facts often prove 
the contrary. People who have been known 
to ail for long periods of time will complete 
their biblically allotted span of three score 
and ten years, On the other hand men and 
women who are seemingly in the most ro- 
bust health, in the full possession of every 
power and faculty, in the height of their 
power, have been taken off abruptly and ap- 
parently without cause. 

Here we are confronted with a confusing 
array of facts. Good health undoubtedly 
favors longevity, while on the other hand 
ill health need not retard it. The questicn 
of longevity in its broader aspects may be 
considered from a racial and an individual 
viewpoint. For instance, what is it which 
determines the longevity of a human being 
as contrasted with that of all other forms of 
life? Ie it our relative size? If that were 
so the horse and cow would live two or 
three times our usual span of life. Size 
does not determine longevity for here also 
we have contradictory phenomena. 


The elephant-of huge bulk may live well

quite duickly from, the larva. Ome season 
suffices for the entire cycle. Fertilization, 
the laying of the eggs, hatching through all 
its stages, the growth and maturity of the 
Hy and, in its turn, the repetition of the 
cycle. The prodigality of Nature's produc- 
tion is enormous. The prodigality of its 
destruction is almost as enormous. 

Now let us analyze these same charac- 
ters as they relate to the human. Instead of 
measuring fecundity in terms of ‘millions, 
~erhaps five or six offspring would be the 
approximate ratio. Fertility in the human 
is the lowest of all living things but equally 
as low is the destruction by natural enemies 
and by external environment. That is—man 
is better able to care for himself, to defend 
himself from his enemies than is any othe- 
living being. 

Not only is man’s longevity greater be- 
cause his fertility is least of all life, but his 
longevity has still another cause. 

The period of parental dependence is 
longer in man than in any other species, It 
takes approximately thirteen years of devel- 
opment before man is biologically mature, 
a longer time than any other known type of 
life. Man's offspring starts more helpless 
than the lowliest form of life, yet rises to 
heights far beyond contemporary living be- 
ings. The evolutionary distance he travels 
during his infancy is traveled by no other 


animal—that is from a state of sheer dire 


for

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beyond a century. While on the other band ics 


the crow, of but a fraction of his size, may 
Art Almost a half century or about three 
times longer than a cow, which is approxi- 
tely 500 times its weight. Again a tur- 
„one hundredth the weight of a man, oft- 
en outlives him. 

Therefore, we may dismiss readily that 
bulk determines longevity. 

Ig it the manner of reproduction? That 
is: do those animals which reproduce in 
“utero” live longer than those which deposit 
the fertilized egg externally and there per- 
mit it to grow to maturity? The rat, a 
mammal whose young undergo development 
inside the mother, lives but a fraction of the 
age of the parrot which lays its eggs exter- 
nally. Apparently it is not the method of 
reproduction which determines longevity. 

Is it the keenness, acuteness, size and 
complexity of the nervous system which de- 
termines longevity? Undoubtedly man has 
the best developed nervous system of any 
species of God's creatures. . Therefore if 
this be true, theoretically at least, man 
ought to live the longest. Does he? 

Here again the facts ‘contradict. Many an- 
imals of much less nervous development, 
both larger and smaller than man, live long- 
er than does man. The alligator and ele- 
phant, proportionate to the size of their bod- 
les, have a much poorer nervous system, yet 
they live longer. The dog on the other hand 
has proportionately a larger brain than the 
alligator yet does not live as long. Appar 
ently the complexity of development of the 
nervous system does not determine longev- 
ity. 

We must seek far afield from these 
sources to ascertain, even in a vague way, 
the source of longevity. As we look at the 
vast panorama of living nd ob- 
serve the cycle of life ſu each, one feature 
is outstanding. The duration of life in every 
species is just sufficient to maintain that 
species as an integral part of life. Every 
group of living creatures lives just long 
enough to reproduce, develop its young to 
the point where they can reproduce them- 
selves and then dies. 

Putting it another way—one factor behind 
longevity is the length of time necessary 
to bring forth the young to the point of self- 


maintenance and independenee—that is to 


the point where the maintenance of sy 


species is intact. 


Longevity here, therefore, is 3 
by reproduction fertility, by the ability of 
the species to maintain itself through the 
duration of time necessary to bring the 
young to maturity. Let us see if these bio- 
logical principles hold true.

Moving f nily at a snail's 
and at times atlaining bursts of speed, Major 
Forbes-Leith and two companions reached Per- 
sia in their hazardous poe automobile — 
from England to India. This was familiar 
ground to the author because of his service 
knowledge of the country made traveling no 
easier Editor.] 

IVE hours’ run from Teheran, the capital 

of Persia, brought us to Kermisheh, 
where the Indo-European Telegraph Com- 
pany kindly placed their rest-house at our 
disposal. Here we were right in the Salt 
Desert, every stream was of salt water, and 
even that from the deepest wells was very 
brackish. Even making it into tea with lote 
of sugar could not disguise its fla vor, and a 
very large lot of whisky was necessary to 
make it anything but nauseating. 

An hour’s run from here brought us to the 
shores of the great salt lake of Kum, which 
is very slowly drying up. As it came into 
view it was a beautiful sight. The lake on 
our left was a mass of silver, and the plain, 
which was once the bed of a much larger 
lake, stretched for miles to a saucer edge 
of great rocky mountains. 

The extent of vision was tremendous, and 
the caravan track which was 
straight was visible for miles. Redknap 
estimated that we could see five miles of it, 
and I thonght seven miles, but the speed- 
ometer showed us that we were both wron 
and the distance visible eventually proved 
to be eighteen miles. At that distance small 
dots which afterward proved to be camel 
caravans could be plainly seen with the 
naked eye in the clear atmosphere, and the 
air was so crisp and cool at that hour of 
the morning tat it was good to be alive. 

Two more days of desert, and we emerged 
on to the fertile plain of Ispahan, where 
the domes and minarets of the ancient cap!t- 
tal of the Shahs shone brightly in the face 
of the setting sun, and an hour later we 


were enjoying hot baths in the British Con- 


sulate as guests ‘of Mr. Bristow, the Consul- 
General. Ispahan is beautifully situated on 
a plateau at a height of 6000 feet; and has 
a perfect climate: It is a lasting monument

taken by Timur in 1387, when 70,000 of the 
ifhabitants were said to have been mas- 
sacred. 


During the seventeenth century it reached 
the clifmax of its prosperity and under the 
Shah Abbas became the ¢apital of Persia. 
Its walls were then twenty-four miles in 
circuit, and it is sai@ to have contained 
nearly 1,000,000 inhabitants. It was then 
the emporium of the Asiatic world, and the 
Ambassadors from Europe and the East 
erowded to its court. In 1722 it was devas 
tated by the Afghans, after which the seat 
of government was transferred to Teheran, 
Now it contains a population of 100,000 
only, but is gradually regaining its stand- 
ing as the most important trading center 
of Persia. 

It was one hundred miles north of 
polis that we had an adventure which might 
have brought our expedition to a sudden 
end. We were approaching and about five 
miles from a range of hills intersected by 
a gorge. The plain was fairly smooth and 


& sloped up to the hills on our left, and down 


to a distant river bed on our right. 

We were rolling along the track at about 
eight miles an hour when from the cover 
of trees on our left we saw about a dozen 
armed horsemen approaching the track. 
They were about one hundred yards ahead 
of us and, thinking they were tribesmen on 
the trek, I took little notice of them. Then 
I saw a similar group approaching from the 
opposite direction, and they galloped up to 
the road and barred our way. 

I had a nasty feeling, ot funk, and a sen- 
sation of my heart slipping quickly into 
my boots. When held up by well-armed 
horseiién it is not at all heroic to try to 
fight Af’ttheven battle. Only two courses 
are open. One is to say, “Bisniillah”— 
help .yourgelygs, The other is to .sen; if 
possible. We decidéd.on the latter, but as 
to turn around would havé been impossible, 


Tarod on the gas and went at them trust- 


ing to luck; and found myself wondering 
how it would affect the car if I hit a horse 
broadside on. 

We had to take that chance, and as we 
approached them with quickly increasing 
speed, they split up, and 1 missed one fel- 
low by a fraction of an inch. They turned 
and started after us, firing wildly as they 
came, but luckily did not hit us.

I have a faint recollection of looking over 
my shoulder and seeing one big fellow al- 
most up to the car, which I worked up to 
thirty-five miles an hour, and by the great- 
est piece of luck we then hit a long patch 
of dust. I could not see what happened, 
‘but Redknap told me later that the dust 
screen we put up saved us, as it must have 
nearly blinded the horsemen, and they gave 
up the chase. | 

We did not stop until we were well in the 
gofge, where the track was narrow and we 
felt that. no sensible brigand would follow 
us in a place where only two could ride 
abreast. We put a good ten miles between 
us and them before we halted to wipe off 
the nervous perspiration and to seek a little 
Dutch courage from our small store of 
bottles. 

Felix had again helped us out of our 
troubles and in that first short burst I am 
sure we took obstacles at thirty miles an 
hour that in the ordinary way we should 
have crawled over. We were more than 
relieved to find that there was no damage: 

The next day, after a slow, dreary drag 
over a terrible track, we arrived on the 
plain of Persepolis, the ruins of a city 
which, according to the ancient writers, 
“no other city could be compared either in 
beauty or wealth,” and which was gener- 
ally designated the “glory of the East.” 
Darius, Herstapes, Xerxes, Artaxerxes, 
each in his turn contributed toward its 
aggrandizement. It was burnt during his 


advance of conquest by Alexander the 


Great, in a drunken orgy at the instigation 
of Thais, the court 2san. 
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aces of Xerxes and Darius. The main por- 
tals are still standing, and bear figures of 
animals resembling the Assyrian bulls of 


Nineveh. Above the ruins, and cut in solid — — 


rock, are the tombs of Jamschid and 
Xerxes; and we Climbed the hill and entered 


~ the tomb of the former. aA 
The actual coffin was looted years ago, but 


the sarcophagus still remains intact with 
its ten-ton broken lid of solid granite. Wan- 
dering Persians use the.tomb for shelter at 
night, and nothing but filth surrounds this 
wonderful mausoleum. In the great palace 
of Xerxes, with the few remaining of its 
forty pillars, we found three Persians 
stabling their horses. As on the other 
famous ruins here in Persia, vandals for 
many centuries have defaced the wonderful 
carvings by cutting their names across 
them. 

As we left Persepolis our ruminations on 
this scene of former splendor were brought 


to a sudden end, as with a severe jerk the 
rear wheel of Felix fell through the earth 


and rotten timbers of a small bridge. It 
was right in the water and we had a dusty 
and tiring job for two solid hours getting 
him back to terra firma, 


There followed a long drag over the hot. 
dusty plains, and a long climb up a steep 
pass. Suddenly we came upon a glorious 
view, the city of Shiraz studded with cyprug 
trees. Arriving in the city, we spent a few 
days there and in the surrounding country, 
visiting the tribés. 

The night before we left Shiraz we had a 
serious misfortune. 
tended for an hour or so, and in that time 
every round of ammunition we possessed 
with the exception of five rounds was 


stolen. It was not possible to replace them 


here, and as we should have to be depend- 
ent on our gun for meat for nearly all of 
the remainder of the journey it was a mat- 
ter that caused us a deal of anxiety.

Every drop of 
water on this four hundred miles of line 
has to be carried by train from Dalbandin, 
and the stations are really only watering 
posts for the trains. They are also forts 
for the proteetion of the line, and each sta- 
tion contains a “detachment of Baluchi 
levies. They are built to witstand a siege,

The fire and magnetism that marked his 
art is well illustrated by an incident that 
eccurred at Worcester, Mass. The theater 
Was sold out at $2 a seat, then a top price, 
but when the time came for the curtain to 
rise, neither scenery nor costumes had ar- 
rived. I was playing the part of the 
courtier Osric. 

Mr. Booth explajped the situation to the 
audience, and asked them if the money 
paid for seats should be refunded or if the 
play should be given. , 

“Play! Play! Play!” came the response. 

Mr. Booth played that night with the 
spirit of a school boy. Ludicrous indeed 
was the spectacle of the players going 
through their parts attired in their street 
Clothes. Mr. Booth himself used a bor 
rowed Knights of Pythias sword as the only 
bit of special costume. It was bound to 
his waist with a wire. All in all the situa- 
tion was one little calculated to hold the 
serious attention of an audience.

INFORMATION BOTH PRACTICAL AND SCIENTIFIC. 


REATER Los Angeles is now more in 
need of street trees than ever before. 
We have lately annexed territory that is 
almost devoid of them. There are miles of 
re streets now, and as subdivision comes, 
re must be planted thousands of trees. 
This work should be done only under munic- 
ipal control and the only debatable ques- 
tion is how. 

In a city so large, having a magnificent 
park area, the Park Commission has all it 
may easily do in the proper development 
and maintenance of the parks. And it must 
not be supposed that the two lines are 


identical in their demands, in either theory 
or practice, or in necessary technical 


knowledge. These local problems, if con- 
trolled by the same commission, would 
cause a division of interest, whereas the 
Opposite should obtain. If one body con- 
trols the two, which shall be the tail and 
which the dog? Today the majority of the 
commission may favor upbuilding in our 
parks, and little realize or recognize the 
necessity or desirability of street trees. In 
years to come changes in the personnel 
might put the shoe on the other foot. 
What we need, and need badly, right now, 
is a tree commission having absolute con- 
trol of all street planting. The trees should 
be taken away from the owners of abutting 
property. They should neither be held re- 
sponsible for them nor allowed to touch 
them. Why has the city taken over street, 
curb and sidewalk; and allowed a narrow 
strip of private property to intervene? 
Why does the city partially control it? Is 
a divided interest and responsibility con- 
ducive to the best results? A study of our 
street planting will quickly bring an answer. 
Not one in a hundred is competent to choose 
the right tree for a street. The same per- 


centage will care for them properly, and 


about the same number will agree on the 
same tree. No resident of Los Angeles 
need be told of the outcome of such laxity 
of control, or, rather such absence of con- 
trol. The need for a change is great. N 


House Sites 

Care should be taken when choosing 
house sites in rural situations, for no skill 
on the part of the designer and planter can 
overcome great natural defects, though 


these may be somewhat lessened through 


the expenditure of funds. It is not enough 
that a site should command a fine view, 
for it may yet be devoid of possibilities in 
planting or even planning. We must not 
consider all points from the site, for really 
the house should be set where it will look 
best, even though another site might present 
a finer outlook. If it is too hard of approach 
or appears forced into an unnatural posi- 
tion, nothing in the way of planting or plan- 
ning can compensate for the deficiency. 


Suitable Begonias 

We know of nothing better for shaded or 
partially shaded spots about the exterior of 
the dwelling than begonias. Back against 
the house and at the side of front or rear 
steps you may use Vernon or argenteogut- 
tata and outside of these Erfordii and sem- 
perfiorens. Begonias of the semperfiorens 
type are excellent for border plants and do 
fairly well even in full sun, though as a 
rule begonias like partial shade, at least 
during the hottest part of the day. As a 
rule, they are exacting as regards soil, as 
they like it rich, well drained and friable. 
They are too little used in our gardens, 
doubtless owing to the first cost of the 
plants, which is rather heavy compared with 
that of garden plants in general. 


Raising Coleus from Seeds 

The home gardener will find the raising 
of coleus from seeds full of fascination. 
From one packet of seeds dozens of plants 
will come and no two will be exactly alike. 


Even in packets of seeds, all of one kind. 


the plants will sport. One will masquerade 
in gold and green, another in solid gold, 
while the crimson lake, bronzy red, dappled 
white and green and the autumnal tints of 
leaves will characterize others. Plant the 


seeds in light, sandy soil, and cover to about 


twice their depth, sprinkle soi) thoroughly 
and within a week the plants will appear. 
When the character leaves are well formed, 
carefully transplant the seedlings where 
they are too thick. Those left in the plant 
bed or box may stand to any size, awaiting 
removal. No plant is more pliant in the 
hands of the cultivator than the coleus. It 
is, however, preferable to transplant them 
when an itch or two high, and always clip 
out the terminals of each plant. This will 
cause them to branch, and the branching 
adds materially to their decorative effect. 
Coleus have their bright tints improved by 
exposure. to the sunshine. Planted in rich 
soil, and shaded, they assume green shades 
and are not 80 pleasing as under exposure 
to the sun.

The stalks average from five to 
ten blooms each, and these last remarkably 
well, either on the plant or in a cut state. 


Lilium Henryi, although somewhat high 
priced, is such a vigorous grower and propa- 
gates so freely that it should soon be within 
the reach of all. The flowers are yellow, 
dotted in the lower part with reddish brown. 
Stalks carry from ten to twenty flowers 
each, and attain a height of five feet. I. 
Henryi is vigorous in constitution and is 
bound to become one of the most popular 
lilies in cultivation. 


Lilium Browni is probably the finest of 
all lilies, flowering in July. Its large, hand- 
some, pure-white trumpet-shaped flowers are 
seven to eight inches in length; the exterior 
of the flower is purplish brown in color, 
making it distinct from all other flowering 
white lilies. The plant grows to the height 
of four to five feet, and carries from two 
to four flowers on a stalk. 


Lilium Hansoni is known also as the 
Golden Turk's Cap Lily. It is one of the 
finest varieties; the flowers are deep golden 
yellow, spotted crimson, and are usually 
loosely disposed. The slender flower stalks 
attain a height of three to four feet and 
carry from three to a dozen flowers each. 

Lilium excelsum is a tall growing variety 
with reflexes flowers, nankeen yellow in 
color, which flower early in July. It has a 
delightful odor, far less pronounced than 
that of the auratum, speciosum or longi- 
florum. This is one of the most satisfactory 
of growers, and a large mass in bloom is 
very beautiful. 

Most of our lilies are planted ten to 
twelve inches deep in a light soil; a good 


come into contact with them. Mulch with 


- well-rotted manure when the stalks are a 


few inches high and keep the plants well 
watered, giving occasional doses of liquid 
manure to the more vigorous sorts after 
heavy rainfalls. Grow lilies in masses in 
front of shrubbery borders where they get 
the necessary shade and are yet not crowded 
by the shrubs. 


Tree Surgery 

There should be little need for tree 
surgery. The pruning of trees should be 
done when needed, in which case, the 
limbs would be removed when so small 
that the process could hardly be called tree 
surgery. But occasionally branches of large 
size have to be removed, and this forms 
nearly all of the problem that confronts 
Californians. When removing large limbs 
it is better to do it by two sawings. It may 
perhaps be better to call it one and a half. 
Saw from the under side of the branch just 
where you wish to amputate, and so far as 
you may with ease progress. Then saw 
the remainder from the top side, out some 
few inches beyond the first cut. If the limb 
be heavy, it will break off before the saw- 
ing is completed, leaving a splintered on- 
ter. The final cut may then be made from 


the top side down to the cut made from 


beneath. If one is an artist the two cuts 
will match. Smaller branches may be sawed 
from below first and the cut completed from 
the top side, at one process. All wounds 
should be treated with asphalt or pure white 
or red lead and linseed oil. If a real fancy 
job is desired, a very sharp broad paring 
chisel will make smooth the cut, but a good

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The Economic Side of Frost Protection 


LTHOUGH favored with a climate which 
As essentially subtropical the weather 
records available indicate that at pe- 
riodic intervals sufficiently low winter and 


spring temperatures have been experienced 


‘in California from early times to occasion 
severe damage to fruit crops. When the 
fruit-producing industry was small and the 
value of the crops correspondingly low the 
losses caused were not of great magnitude. 
With the rapid extension in fruit culture 
which has characterized the past three dec- 
ades and the great increase in the value of 
the crops produced, losses from frost dam- 
age have become exceedingly important. 
During the past five years they have 
amounted to millions of dollars. Few if 
any localities are free from the danger of 
low winter and spring temperatures and 
vith minor exceptions, every fruit crop cf 
commercial importance is subject to occas- 
ional loss from this cause. 0 


On account of their greater susceptibil- 
ity to frost damage, the greatest and most 
frequent losses occur, of course, with the 
subtropical fruits. This is particularly the 
‘Case with the evergreen subtropicals such 
as the citrus fruits and the avocado, which 
not only never enter a condition of complete 
dormancy but normally mature their crops 
during the winter or spring months and 
therefore must carry the fruit on the trees 
over the hazardous period of the year. With 

this class of fruits, losses may arise not 
only from the destruction of a part or all 
of the crop, but from the killing of a part 
of the fruit-bearing wood as well. With 
bearing trees the damage may be sufficient 
to delay fruit production for several years, 
and with young trees may so impair their 
usefulness as to render them practically 

- worthless, sometimes even resulting in 
death. 

With the deciduous fruits the principal 
damage occurs in the late winter or early 
spring months and usually consists in the 
partial or entire destruction of the flowers 
or young fruits, the crop thus being reduced 
> destroyed for the season following the 

rost. 

In the citrus fruit industry at least, the 
importance of losses from low winter tem- 
peratures is widely recognized and the nec- 
essity of protecting the orchards against 
such losses, in so far as this is practicable 
is now generally admitted to be one of the 
essentials to success. In view of the fact 
that there are practically no frostless areas 
in the State, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that orchard heating may also be re- 
garded as a necessary factor in the perma- 


nent and successful culture of certain other 


subtropical fruits in California. 
LOSSES FROM FROST 


resulting from frost damage 
are both direct and indirect and affect in 
varying degree the individual, the commun- 
ity, the fruit growing industry, and the con- 
suming public. While direct losses are 
most in evidence and therefore easily ap- 
preciated, losses of an indirect character, 
in many cass are largely overlooked, since 
they frequently are spread over a consider- 
able period of years. In some cases at least, 
losses of this kind have been much more 
serious in their effects on the community 
than have been the direct losses of revenue 
from the fruit frozen. 


Direct losses obviously consist in the 
partial or entire destruction of the crop 
for the current season, and in the case of 
the evergreen subtropicals, reduction in 

- crops for one or more seasons afterward. 

The importance of frost injury as a factor 
in influencing yield the season following a 
frost is shown in the accompanying table. 
Estimated yields for 1921-22 the winter of 
a severe frost, are compared with actual 
yields for 1922-23, a winter during which 
nb frost occurred, from seven packing-houses 
in one district. Three houses packed fruit 
from orchards where little heating was 
done, the other four from orchards in cold- 
er locations but which were in the main 
heated. It will be noted that there is a 
general increase in yield in the heated or- 
chards as a result of prevention of tree in- 
jury, whereas there is a decrease in. the or- 
chards which were not heated. The esti- 
mated yield for the frost year 1921-22 is 
taken as 100 per cent, the yields for 1922-23 
in the different instances being noted as 
per cents of that fixed estimate. Here are

If frost losses were uniformly distributed 
among all the fruit growers there would be 
little complaint concerning direct losses, as it 
is a well-known fact that following a freeze

the portion of the crop remaining undam- 
aged usually brings a net return to the State 
equal to or sometimes exceeding that nor- 
mally received for the entire crop. Thus it 
frequently happens that a severe freeze 
causing a heavy reduction in the citrus fruit 
yield, materially benefits those growers 
whose crops are not injured, increased 
prices. doubling or trebling their returns 
for the year. For this season it is not at all

uncommon for growers who have recently 
installed orchard heating equipment to reap 
a return from the saving of one crop svf- 
ficient to pay the cost of the equipment and 
the overhead costs of its maintenance for 
a period of years.

There’s a Real Field for the Spanish 


Onion in 
By ROSS 


HE Spanish type onion, grown in Cali 
fornia as the “Riverside Sweet Span- 
ish,” and in Arizona as the “Arizona 
Valencia,” has proved to be extremely pop- 
ular with the housewife in the West, where 
it has been known only a few years. In the 
East, imported Spanish onions are available 
during certain periods of the year, and are 
well known and liked. 


It is the opinion of many distributors that 
there is a splendid potential market for tae 
Spanish type onion west of the Rockies, 
where the imported stock does not reach be- 
cause of transportation costs. They believe 
that if the onion is grown right, and market- 
ed right, it will not only prove a profitable 
new vegetable crop for the Southwest, but 
will furnish a new and finer flavored onion 
for the consumer. 


Arizona has already made some progress 
with the crop, but much work, it appears, is 
yet to be done. 

H. P. Maxwell, formerly of San Simon, 
Ariz., one of the first to grow the Arizona 
Valencia, has long been a booster fer this 
type. Mr. Maxwell “knows his onions,” for 
he has not only grown them in Arizona, but 
served as sales manager for the Arizona Va- 
lencia Growers’ Association for some time. 
He is now engaged in handling the sweet 
Valencias in Los Angeles. The writer re- 
cently received an interesting letter from 
him, which states clearly his opinion of the 
action that should be taken in advancing 
the Spanish type onion in the Wost, a move 
which seems iu all ways a meritorious onc. 
Mr. Maxwell says:

“Onion growers and dealers of the Pacific 
slope seem to have overlooked an opportun- 
ity full of possibilities. So far, the im- 
ported original Valencia onion has never 
reached as far west as Denver, and few, if 
any, have been marketed in El Paso. 


“The only Spanish type onions, either 
Denia or Valencia, have been grown on the 
western slope. They are now cataloged as 
the Riverside Sweet Spanish in California 
and Utah and as the Arizona Valencia in 
Cochise county, Arizona. The sweet Span- 
ish grown in California seems to have been 
rushed to market green, uncured, not prop- 
erly graded, and not properly packed. All 
the Spanish type mild onions are of a tender 


nature and require careful handling so as not 


to arrive on the market bruised. The grower 
and dealer alike seem to have been content 
to sack their onions, consequently they have 
to a certain extent descended into the 
common class of fresh onions. 


“The Arizona folks did make an effort to 
get their 1924 crop off in a regular Spanish 
crate, but got nowhere, because growers 
would not let go at prices that would com- 
pete with imported stock, but held until 
sprouts and decay took away their chance 
of profit. The few that did go on consign- 
ment were not up to grade, owing to the 
fact that inexperienced growers had an idea 
that anything was good enough so long as a 
good side showed through the crate when 
it left their station.

to stimulate interest in orchard heating on 


adopted, some growers have questioned the 
ad visabilſty of educational efforts designed 


the part of fruit growers. It is their belief 
that when orchard heating becomes  suf- 
ficently widespread to markedly reduce the 
variation in crop production, the profits re- 
turned from the use of heaters will be grea*- 
ly reduced. It is highly improbable, how- 
ever, that the use of orchard heaters will 
ever become so general as to result in the 
relization of their fears. In any event the 
loss of a large part or all of the crop one or 
two years in succession (a not unusual oc- 
currence and one which might readily have 
been prevented by heating) has caused H- 
financial rnin to large numbers an fruit 


growers. 
INDIRECT LOSSES 


The indirect losses arising from frost 
damage, so far as the individual grower is 
concerned, in most cases result from reduc- 
tion in the working capital available for 
upkeep of the orchards. The loss of a crop 
or two has been responsible in many instan- . 
ces for inability on the part of the grower 
to properly fertilize the orchard or to pro- 
vide for adequate insect pest control meas- 
ures both of which are necessary to con- 
tinued profitable fruit production. The 
effects of neglect arising from losses 
through frost, in some cases have persist- 
ed for years, and in some communities have 
been responsible for a marked decline in 
orchard values. 


In similar manner the community aspects 
of frost damage involve both direct and in- 
direct losses, of which the latter are likely 
to be by far the most important. Direct 
losses consist largely in decreased employ- | 
ment of persons engaged in picking, pack 
ing and other fruit handling operations. 
Indirect sources of loss include reduction 
in moneys coming into the community, with 
resulting lowered purchasing power of the 
fruit growers and decrease in bank clear- 
ings, savings accounts, and general pros- 
perity. Shrinkages in land values, as al- 
ready noted, sometimes occur as a result 
of a series of cold winters. Taken in the 
aggregate, indirect losses resulting from 
frost damage have frequently exerted so 
profound an influence on the prosperity of 
citrus fruit producing districts that the rec- 
ognition of the importance of orchard heat- 
ing as a community problem has led to high- 
ly beneficial co-operation between the busi- 
ness interests and fruit growers. -This has 
been particularly true with reference to 
financial assistance to growers unable oth- 
erwise to install orchard heating equipment. 

Wide fluctuation in supply of fruit, with 
consequent abrupt changes in price the 
consumer, is recognized by economists and 
fruit selling agencies as creating difficult 
marketing problems. In the long run rela- 


. tively stable prices to both consumer and 


producer are beneficial to an agricultural 
industry. Such in turn depend largely tp- 
on a fairly constant source of supply and 
steady flow to market in accordance with 
normal consumptive demand. Obviously, j, 
such a condition cannot obtain in the event 
of marked fluctuation in amount of crop 
such as inevitably follows periods of dam- 
aging temperatures. Although the main- 
tenance of an absolutely constant source of 
supply of any agricultural product is mani- 
festly impossible, the adoption of orchard 
heating, where practicable, furnishes an 
important means of reducing such vVaria- 
tion. So considered, too, it is to be re- 
garded as an industry problem for those 
agricultural industries where frost damage 
is a factor in variable crop production. 
The ability at. all times to supply the 
market demand for their product becomes a 
necessity to co-operative selling organiza- 
tions in developing and holding markets in 
competitive territory. Inability on the part 
of the California citrus fruit marketing 
agencies to supply sufficient fruit to meet 
the market demand, due to frost damage, 
has on many occasions within a few months 
undone the efforts of years expended in de- 
veloping and holding certain markets. 


While the high prices which frequently 
follow a ffost may be beneficial to the . 
growers who have sound fruit to ship, the 
growers with little or no fruit to market 
lose heavily and the marketing problems of 
the industry are undoubtedly rendered more 
dificult for the years in which no frost 
damage occurs. 

In addition to overcoming some of the 
losses discussed, there are other benefits to 
the consuming public at large which result 
from orchard heating in fruit growing 
communities. The value of the materials 
used in packing and preparing California 
fruits for shipment now amounts to mil- 
lions of dollars, much of which is ultimate

Cotton Seed Delinting 
‘Tested on Ranches 


HANFORD.—Delinting of cotton seed for 
Planting was tested on six ranches in 
Kings county, according to the annual re- 
port of Wallace Sullivan, county farm ad- 
visor. The results obtained would indicate, 
he says, that the method has some merit 
locally for soils that dry out quickly on top 
after irrigation. 

The apparatus used consisted of two wa- 
ter-tight wooden boxes. The seed was 
placed in one of these, commercial sul- 
phuric acid being poured over it and the 
whole stirred for from five to ten minutes 
until the lint was removed. The seed was 
then shifted to the other box and washed 
with water until all acid was removed. Aft- 
er drying, the seed was planted with an or- 
dinary corn planter with readjusted plates. 
Only about six pounds of seed to the acre 
were required. 

Records were kept of the time required 
for this seed to sprout. One plot showed 
100 per cent above the ground in three days. 
while the unlinted seed was not yet 
through. Other plots did not show as uuch 
difference, but in all delinted plots the seed 
germinated more quickly and the stands 
were more uniform. In easily worked soils 
at harvest there appeared to be no differ- 


ence in growth or yield.

SEEK PEST CONTROL 

SANTA ANA.—A committee of Orange 
county walnut growers was appointed at a 
meeting of the Orange Farm Center recently 
to survey the problem of codling moth con- 
trol. It is estimated that this pest has in- 
flicted a loss of not less than $500,000 dur- 
ing 1925. The committee consists of J. A.

No Boom for Us! 


VIDENCE is growing and multiplying 
that California is entering upon a new 
era of tremendous expansion in industry and 
that one of the significant phases thereof 
will be a notable development in agricul- 
ture, with a stimulated demand for farm 
lands and a considerable movement of pop’ 
lation to the country districts. A greater 
interest in farm lands and farming is some- 
thing to be welcomed and looked forward to 
and must be regarded as an essentially 
sound step in the State’s progress both 
economically and socially. Let us hope, 
however, that it does not develop into a 
boom with senseless inflation of values and 
a feverish plunging by buyers. No think- 
ing Californian would want to see the State 
in the predicament in which Florida is be- 
ginning to find herself. For with all the 
high-powered advertising the Southeastern 
State’s boomers are putting out it is all too 
apparent that Florida is approaching a 
crisis that will make the proverbial morn- 
ing-after seem but a pleasant aftermath 
by comparison. 

Buyers of California holdings, of course, 
would be taking no such chances as have 
been taken by the frenzied investors in Flor- 
ida, even were we to experience a boom. 
We have had booms both in city and coun- 
try and the region has kept on developing 
so rapidly that even the insanest of ven- 
tures have eventually panned out safely for 
those able to hang on. There can hardly be 
any such hope for some of the poor dupes 
who have fallen for the preposterous rep- 
resentations of the Florida realty sharks. 
Florida has not been having the sound ma- 
terial development on which alone high 
values can with any hope of permanency 
be based. But we don't want a boom either 
in city or county, even if we can pull out. 
Too many there are who plunge in the midst 
of such excitement only to find they cant 
hang on long enough, and there is nothing 
more sickening in a community's progress 
than the unnatural teetering of ‘values 
eaused by the forced unloading of speculat- 
ors. 

Eastern observers, who certainly can’t 
be accused of being prejudiced in favor of 
California as against Florida, give the lat- 
ter State until next Spring to hang on and 
keep up its boom. After this winter's tour- 


ists go home something like the traditional 


deluge is freely predicted. Florida, after its 
hectic spree, is pretty apt to suffer a 
slump from which it will be many years re- 
covering. And the pity is that any such 
condition making for any such disaster 
should have arisen in the first place. For

California and Florida can not be very 
serious rivals except in their bidding for 


ethers tourists from regions less favored as to win- 


ter climate. Each has its winter attrac- 
tions to offer the visitor and each is con- 
vinced it has more to offer than the other. 
Florida has the advantage of greater ac- 
cessibility to the more densely populated 
centers of the country; California offers 4 
greater variety of scenic attractions, and 
mocestly admits as much. As a year-round 
place to live and enjoy life, Florida must 
take a back seat. To put the thing as chart- 
tably as possible, people do not go to Flori- 
da for its climate in the summer time. 


Industrially speaking, Florida can hardly 
be referred to in the same breath with Call 
fornia. Nor does it have the natural re- 
sources that can ever possibly put it in the 
same class with the Golden State. The com- 
parison agriculturally may be illustrated by 
a simple statement of fact. California’s 
(which is almost the same as saying South- 
ern California’s) citrus crop of 1925 was 
valued at a little less than $94,000,000. That 
is over $3,000,000 more than the valuation 
of every agriculaural product, including live 
stock and poultry, for Florida. Ps 

The California figures are from the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers’ Exchange: the Florida 
total from the commissioner of agriculture 
of that State. A national authority recently 
estimated that the total revenue from indus- 
try and agriculture in California was nine 
times greater last year than that from the 
same sources in Florida, and California, 
great as its achievement has been, has hard- 
ly started on the high road to its destiny. 
All this gives an idea of the relative import- 
ance of the economic backgrounds of the 
two States. It is no exaggeration either to 
say that throughout the period of the Flor- 
ida fever, California, without a hint of ex- 
citement, has realized far more of the kind 
of development that makes for permanent 
and substantial prosperity than has the 
commonwealth of the Southeast, with all its 
pyrotechnical hurrahing. 

Although we have no such reason to fear 
the ultimate outcome of a boom as has a re- 
gion less blessed with natural resources, 
such a period of inflation as Florida has 
had is something we certainly don’t 
want and can’t afford to have. If Califor- 
nia keeps its head and watches its step, 
nothing on earth short of a great upheaval 
of nature can possibly halt its progress and 
far better it is to keep on steadily advancing 
than to be brought up every once in a while 
with a halt. It would be the part of wisdom. 
for the influential commercial and civic or- 
ganizations of the Golden State to take steps 
to curb any wild-eyed boom activities in 
California the moment they are in evidence. 
This could be accomplished by means of an 
immediate exposure of questionable opera- 
tions and by broadcasted publicity of facts 
about various industries and land areas of 
the State, facts timed to offset misrepresen- 
tation. Some such plan for minimizing the 
danger from boom activities and the damage

ANTA ANA.—A short course in beekeep- 
ing is to be offered by the beekeeping 
associations of California, the American 
Honey Producers’ League and the extension 
division of the College of Agriculture in San- 
ta Ana, January 26 and 27, according to an- 
nouncement by Harold Wahlberg, Orange 
county farm adviser. James I. Hambleton, 
agriculturist of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, will deliver three lec- 
tures. Kenneth Hawkins of Wisconsin will 


discuss “The Family Skeleton and the Hon- 


ey Crop.” Jay Smith of Indiana; widely known 
for his queen bees, will speak on the subject 
of queen bee rearing. A number of California 
beekeepers will be on the program to dis- 
cuss the marketing of honey, the cost of 
production, migratory beekeeping, selling 
bees by the pound, and other important sub- 
jects. Meetings of the California State 
Beekeepers’ Association will be held in con- 
nection with the short course. 


MORE HEATERS USED 


LENDSAY.—The thermometer is being 
watched closely by citrus men of Ban 
Joaquin Valley and its foothills. Valencia 
growers are especially interested in the 
movement of the mercury, since sud 
drops to 26 degrees for any length of time 
resulting in heavy loss. This season heat- 
ing of orchards is being done more ex- 
tensively in Tulare county than ever be- 
fore. The navel season, now practically 
over, hag been the best in many years and 
Valencias, according to present indications, 
will yield a good spring and summer crop. 
Most of the heaters are found in the Lind- 
say district, thousands of new stoves hav- 
ing been purchased in this region. It 
is said fully 500,000 gallons of light fuel 
oil has been ordered by growers this sea- 
son to use in heaters if needed.

Pomona Seeks Rabbit 
Experiment Station 


‘POMONA.—-The next annual session of 
the National Rabbit Breeders’ Association 
will be held at Pomona next September dur- 
ing the Los Angeles County Fair. This an- 
nouncement was made by President W. A. 
Hannah at the annual meeting of the South- 
ern California Rabbit and Cavy Breeders’ 
Association held here recently. Mr. Hannah 
attended the last national meeting at Colo- 
rado Springs and with the help of the Los 
Angeles and Pomona chambers of com- 
merce, secured the 1926 national convention 
for Pomona. 

At the Pomona gathering D. Monroe Green 
of the United States Biological Survey, and 
A. Weygandt, secretary of the national or- 
ganization, were present and Mr. Green ad- 
dressed the 200 rabbit breeders present. He 
said he had bene visiting Southland rabbit 
farms and was so impressed by their num- 
ber and importance that he would recom- 
mend to the authorities at Washington, D. 
C., an appropriation in the next department- 
al budget for the establishment of a rabbit 
experimental station at Pomona by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The Southern California association of- 
ficers elected at the meeting were as fol- 
lows: President, W. A. Hannah: vice-presi- 
dent, U. G. Upham, Covina; vice-president, 
H. 2 secretary, William A. Bixler;

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Pocket Gopher Cause of 
‘Heavy Damage 


Deputy Horticultural Commissioner, Orange County 
SANTA ANA—Two rodent pets, the 
pocket gopher and the Calftarnia ground 
squirrel, cause thousands of dollars of loss 
annually to the farmers of Orange county. 
The former is the more destructive of the 
two. Some may doubt this, but I feel posi- 
tive it is correct. The pocket gopher is noc- 
turnal in habits and so is not seen as often 
as the ground squirrel, but I believe he out- 
numbers the latter more than two to one, 


There are severai species of pocket goph- 
ers, all very similar in appearance and hab- 
its but varying from the size of a large 
mouse to that of a rat. They are found 
from the Mississippi River to the Pacific 
Ocean, in all the Gulf States and from Can- 
ada to Panama. Their vertical range is 
from sea level to 13,000 feet. They live 
wholly underground and the fields of Or- 
ange county prove their industry. 

They breed early in the spring and from 
three to ten are born in a litter. Where

nips or aweet potatoes in their underground 
runways. 


The baits should be cut approximatery 
one inch long by one-half nch square and 
dampened enough to make the poison ad- 
here. From a pepper box slowly sift one- 
eighth of an ounce of powdered strychnine 
(alkaloid) and one tenth of this amount of 
powdered saccharine, ground together in a 
mortar, over four quarts of dampened baits, 
stirring to distribute the poison evenly. 
When only a small quantity is prepared use 
enough poison to lightiy cover all sides of 
the baits. The reason for making the baits 
the prescribed size is that the gopher can- 
not get qne into his pouch and will nibble 
it down to a size for handling and get his 
dose immediately. 


Gopher runways are usually from four to 
eight inches under the surface and may be 
located with a probe made of a broom han- 
die or a three-fourths-inch gas pipe pointed 
at one end. By forcing down a foot or two 
from the mounds the main runway can be 
located. The hole is made large enough to 
allow the admission of one or two baits and 
then closed at the top to exclude the light.

in the spring of the year betause at that 
time only was she able to obtain enough of 
all the elements necessary for their forma- 
tion. In our present-day system of intensi- 
fied poultry culture the successful commer- 
cial poultryman endeavors to make fall and 
winter conditions as nearly identical with 
those of spring as possible. He substitutes 
meat scraps or milk for the bugs and worms 
that are available in the spring and which 
material is absolutely necessary for the for- 
mation of the white of the egg. He finds 
that he must house against severe cold 
weather in order to obtain the maximum 
number of eggs in winter. He goes so far 
as to use artificial illumination in order to 
provide the hen with a longer working day. 
All these things make it possible for the 
hen to lay more eggs in the late fall and 
. when eggs are high-priced. 

‘here are many methods of feeding poul- 
try and approximately as many rations rec- 
Ommended for laying hens as there are #x- 
periment stations and feed companies com- 
pounding poultry feeds. The strange thing 
is that all of them give practically the same 
results if the ingredients used in the mix 
tures are of good quality. The reason is 
that the fundamental principles of nutrition 
are carefully considered in compounding 
each ration. 

Tf a poultryman can obtain throughout the 

year the various ingredients necessary for 
mixing egg-laying mash and scratch feed 
there are several advantages in home mix 
ing. First, there will be a saving in cost, 
which is by no means a minor point. Ser- 
ond, he can know exactly what he is feeding 
as to kind and quality. Third, he can vary 
the mixture according to the needs of the 
birds and the market price of the various in- 
gredients. If an individual is unable to bal 
ance a ration scientifically, he should con- 
sult some person who is able to do this be- 
fore he makes a change in the ration. Great 
harm can be done to birds by feeding an 
excess of a certain grain merely because 
that grain is the cheapest. 

Following is a system of feeding that has 
given very good results during the winter 
season: As soon as the birds are off the 
roost feed about four pounds of scratch per 
100 hens in litter to induce exercise. At 
10:00 a. m. give all the green feed they will 
consume, well distributed so that each bird 
will obtain its share. At 1°30 p. m. feed mash 
moistened to a crumbly consistency with 
sour skim milk or buttermilk. It milk is 
, ng available, water may be used. Feed on- 
ly the amount the birds will consume in 
about thirty minutes. At 4:30 p. m., pro- 
in scratch feed, about six pounds per 

00 birds in the litter. Mash should be kept 
in self-feeding hoppers before the birds at 
all times. 

If artificial lights are used on the birds at 
night feed the scratch grain at the time the 
lights are turned on. However, if the lights 
are turned on early in the morning, the 
, evening scratch feed should be given at 
4:30 as above; then after the birds are on 
the roost scatter the morning’s grain in the 
litter so that they may start working as 
soon as they get off the roosts the next 
morning. Oyster shell, grit and clean wa- 


pounds of meat scraps, twenty-five pounds 
of bone meal, twenty-five pounds of charcoal, 
fifteen pounds of fine ground oyster shell and 
five pounds of fine ground salt. A grain 
mixture found suitable is composed of fifty 
pounds of wheat, 100 pounds of yellow corn, 
twenty-five pounds of barley and twenty-five 
pounds of milo maize or Hegari. 

Some changes may be made, however, 
without materially affecting the chemical 
analysis of the ration. [f wheat is grown 
on the farm and it is desired to use more 
of tt in the ration, 200 pounds of ground 
wheat may take the place of the bran and 
shorts. If a heavy grade of oats can be ob- 
tained ground oats may be substituted for 
the ground barley. If skim milk is available 
for the poultry it may be substituted partly 
or entirely for the meat scraps figuring

buttermilk per day for each 100 hens to 
completely take the place of the meat 
scraps in the mash. Feed the skim milk to 
the birds in a sour condition each day, as 
sour milk or buttermilk is more easily di- 
gested than sweet milk. This should be 
fed in wooden troughs or non-metal con- 
tainers, as the chemical action of lactic acid 
in milk in contact with metal often causes 
serious trouble for the birds. The barley 
or milo maize may be replaced by a heavy 
grade of oats. One hundred pounds of 
wheat may be used instead of fifty, but it ‘s 
not advisable with the present high prices 
of that grain. 


Care should be taken never to feed 
mouldy grains as sick birds and a greatly 
decreased production will result. It is well 
not to use mash hoppers that hold a month’s 
supply because the mash is apt to become 
stale and unpalatable when exposed for so 
long a time. 


A good feeder should handle a few of his 
birds occasionally to note their body condi- 
tion. If they are too fat, cut down on 
the scratch and increase the amount of 
moist mash, using milk with which to mois- 
ten it. If they are too thin, increase the 
scratch grain consumption and cut down on 
the amount of moist mash. Make all such 
dietary changes gradually and judiciously.

Boy Utilizes Tent for 
a Brooder House 


BAKERSFIELD.—Boys are _ ingenious. 
When they really want to do something they 
usually find a way. Irving Compher of 
Kern County High School wanted to take 
part in the Boys’ Club contest for raising 
baby chicks. ‘He lives on a small farm 
west of this city and is a member of the 
High School “Ag” Club. Other boys were 
buying their October baby chicks for spring 
fryers, but he had no chicken house or ev- 
en a shed for his use at home, so he turned 
his 6x8 camp tent into a brooder house, 
rented a brooder from the club and bought 
200 White Leghorn baby chicks. At Six 
weeks he had 186 healthy chicks out of the 
lot. He expects them to make two-pound 
birds by February 1, when the price is 
usually 40 cents a pound. 

Last winter about thirty boys of the club 
entered the winter fryer contest. Joe Rus- 
sell, with a box 4x6 feet and a yard onfy 
6x12, made a net profit of $35.25. His good 
care and management counterbalanced the 
crowded conditions and he won. Others 
made from $18 up to 332. Irving Compher 
with his minimum overhead expects to sur- 
pass the average net profit for the contest 
last year.

HE largest of all the Indian reserva- 
T. tions is that of the Navajo in North 
i ern Arizona and New Mexico where 
the States meet. There some 20.000 In- 
dians follow the nearest extant pattern of 
rover redskin life in their immense wild 
territory, consisting of 9,586,323 acres in the 
Navajo name and a couple of million acres 
more in the name of the Hopis, for the 
Navajos swarm all over the Hopi reserva- 
tion. The Hopis, it might be explained, 
“stay put” on their mesas and Washington 
does not see fit to keep the Navajos out. 
According to their legends, the Navajos 
have always roamed and had their hogans 
in the brush, sand dunes, gullies, canyons, 
mountains and plains of that region. They 
probably came there after the early Pue- 
blos and Cliff-Dwellers, the ruins of whose 
colonies are to be found everywhere. The 
Navajos were hunters and marauders like 
the Apaches. Formerly, their chief way of 
living was by preying upon the Pueblos 
and Cliff Dwellers, who were farmers. Now, 
through the influence and material assist- 
ance of the government, they have become 
peaceful shepherds; but otherwise their 
life has changed but little. 


After we had crossed the entire Navajo 
reservation on horseback, a matter of three 
weeks of constant travel, we were convinced 
that the government's handling of the Nav- 
ajo is, in the light of its Indian transactions 
in general, exceptionally wise, practical, and 
humane. The Navajos were not moved to a 
reservation somewhere else because it 
would have been impossible to find less de- 
sirable country. And the Navajos have 
made a success of the sheep business under 
conditions impossible to the white man be- 
cause of the remarkable way in which they 
have adapted their wild life and tastes to 
the handling of herds. Then there is an- 
other factor contributed entirely by the Nav- 
ajo himself, or rather herself—the arts and 
crafts factor of a distinctive way of weav- 
ing. 

The Navajos are not dependent upon the 
wool market; if the price for wool is low, 
they convert their wool into blankets, for 
which the market is always good and the 
demand steadily increasing. But the Nav- 
ajo, like other human beings, is governed 
by the law of parsimony—the greatest gain 
for the least effort. Making blankets is 
lots of work, and if the wool can be sold 
to good advantage there is not much blanket 
making. Moreover, if the pinyon trees set 
a good crop the Navajos forget both wool 
and blankets to revert to that harvest. Not 
only do they relish the nuts themselves 
but the market for pinonies is excellent. 


A DESERT CAMP 


Our first glimpse of Navajos upon en- 
tering the reservation near the southwest 
corner was the usual one—centaurs gallop- 
ing over a vise out of sight. We were hav- 
ing difficulty in finding water and trails, so 
we hunted down their place of residence. 
First a herd of sheep and goats (the In- 
dians mix them) browsing on, a hill, then 
two riderless horses, then the silhouettes 
of two sentinels no doubt observing our 
movements, and finally a glimpse of rear- 
ranged brush up a narrow draw, guided us 
to their camp. This consisted of several 
mound-shaped hogans of brush, a corral and 
wagon shed—also of brush. Smoke was 
issuing from the open skylight in the larg- 
est hogan, and a glance in revealed fully a 
dozen bucks having a mid-afternoon meal 
a surprising number considering the utterly 
untenanted aspect of the landscape. The 
only one in the party who could speak En- 
glish was a young squaw and she was too 


bashful to give us any information. Final- 
ly one of the bucks came out and I gathered 
that our next leg to water was about thirty- 
five miles——-from the time the sun came up 
until it went down a man horseback would 
make it, he gestured very clearly—and the 
trail went somewhere across an endless 
expanse of treeless plan and mesa, 

We had hardly made our campafew miles 
away on the almost dry Little Colorado 


River. when a squaw came riding slowly ap, 


herd'ng a few dozen sheep, and stopped a 
hundred feet off, dismounted and lay down 
on the sand. Before long her buck drifted 
up also, and as supper was just served we 
invited them over. We admired their sil. 


verwork, beads, moccasins and bright plush, 


garments, only to be embarrassed by finding 
that everything was for sale. And they 
wanted to sell or trade horses, saddles, 
blankets; I believe the buck, who was some- 
what steeped In “wh te “mule,” would have 
sold his squaw. But the purchase of a 
curious handmade leather hobble satisfied- 
them and thegfrifted off after their sheep 
over a ridge out of sight. 

Early in the morning we started with full 
canteens on what resolved itself into a gam- 
bie With maay trails. Our maps and com- 
pass would have been sufficient had we been 
sure of where we were. Suddenly we 
thought we saw a single passenger gliding 
along a road through the high rabbit brush 
in an open Ford. We turned to intercept 
him, only to discover that it was a squaw 
on a burro! Such is the illusion of size in 
that treeless desert plain. Soon we ran on- 
to more hogans and stopped to make in- 
quiries. But not a word could we get out 
of any one, and the younger folk just 
stared at us and laughed. So our first ac- 
quaintance with Navajos made us — 
that time spent in trying to get anything 
out of them was worse than wasted. Their 
attitude suggested that they wished we 
would miss both roads and water and sim- 
ply fade out, leaving our outfit to them. 


A ROAD AT LAST | 


Compass, map and chance conspired to 
make ps miss the trail we were looking for 
and hit across country by untraveled ways 
that brought us unexpectedly into the main 
road from Winslow. There toward evening 
we fell in with an old squaw who seemed 
more friendly. By signs we let her know 
we wanted water, and the good old soul 
put us on a road to a government waterinrg- 
trough. Just as our horses finished tank- 
ing up, we heard the muffled thunder of 
a huge herd of sheep. They piled up in the 


„trough and in the mud holes catching the 


overflow, licking up every last drop of wa- 
ter in a jiffy. The majority had to go thirs- 
ty, but as the corral was near, all probably 
got water before morning. There was quite 
a colony of hogans, some of a permanent 
type made partly of rock, in the vicinity of 
this water. 

On down the road we were intercepted by 
an old squaw who wanted to sell a blanket. 
Evidently she had been posted of our com. 
ing by our former acquaintance. In tiis 
we recognized the completion of the eco- 
nomic circle in the Navajo scheme of life. 
The land, the sheep, the wool, the finished 
product, and the American market. The 
money then goes for American canned 
goods, colored yarn, dyes, cloth, tobacco, 
candy. and household utensils, with the In- 
dian trader (a white man, of course) the 
first beneficiary, “and the American manu- 
facturer the second. 

We were amazed to discover how depend- 
ent the Navajo has become upon American 
goods. Apart from his mutton and, in good 
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n whith mey the 
80 conte. Everything te 
im proportion, and the traders, who 
take In the wool Dlankets at a substantial 
profit, and sell him merchandise at a still 
more substantial profit, are amply reward- 
ed for their terms of solitude in the Navajo 
country. The effect of sweets, canned goods, 
milled flour, cheap grades of bacon and oth- 
er outpost civilized fare upon the Navajos 
is to spoil their teeth and cultivate civilized 
troubles. 
BARGAINING FOR WOOL 


At one trading-post where we camped | 
witnessed the bargaining over wool between 
the trader and a couple of shrewdlooking 
old fellows. The wool was brought in in 
huge sunny sacks holding about 500 pounds 
each. One of the sacks was so remarkably 
heavy that the trader knew it contained 
more than wool; dirt or stones perhaps. He 
mentioned the fact to the Indians, who did 
not seem at all surprised or taken aback, 
and without going to the trouble of opening 
the sack the deal was closed at a suitable 
discount. The Navajos received part in 
moncy. The trader said that he paid them

multtpiy 
there te no knowing how many millions of 
sheep the Indians have. Dry years have 
complicated the situation, but the Na va o 
sheep-owners are better off than the white 
sheep men in the Southwest. 

The gommomest sight in the Navajo coun- 
try is to rum.ecross a herd tended by one 
or two gypsy-looking squaws, usually horse- 
back. The women do most of the herding. 
All day they follow the sheep, watching 
them constantly and keeping them bunched 
together. Better shepherdesses could not 
be found anywhere in the world, nor more 
picturesque ones.

grees, and a better future is in store for all 
Spanish types for growers and dealers alike. 
We should get together and pack a true type 
of Spanish onion under a brand in a special 
crate or basket and advertise the fact to 
the housewife, so she will know that when 
she buys an onion from said basket or crate 


«she will be sure to get a sweet Spanish 


onion. Eastern housewives know the real 
Spanish onion because of the octagon crates 
in which they are packed. 


“The present style of distribution is detri- 
mental to the type for the reason that the 
wholesale folks are not careful to get for the 
retailer just what he wants and sometimes 
(in fact, many times) put off a large YD or 
Grant Gibraltar for a Spanish, with the re- 
sult that the dealer who does not know his 
onions (and few of them do) will pass on 
the misnamed product to the housewife end 
she will then and there swear off on Spanish 
onions for life. If she had secured a true 
type sweet onion she would have kept on or- 
dering and using them. The ultimate con- 
sumer is the one whe makes any crop prefit- 
able and he must not be deceived too often. 


“An organization with some capital and 
a bunch of honest growers behind it, and 
with honest distributors, will make Spanish 
sweet onion growing as staple on the west- 
ern slope as are any of the many important 
crops now grown. This means that culls

only part of the entire amount in order to 
keep them coming back and buying from 
him. Otherwise, they would take his mon- 
ey and buy from another trader. 


He said it was the Navajo habit to wet 
down the wool, include as much dirt as pos 
sible, and do everything in their power to 
get the best of the deal. Although few of 
them can figure education being a precari- 
ous process with Indians so nomadic, they 
always know how much is coming to them 
for so many pounds of wool at the market 
price. One old fellow, the trader said, had 
a system of his own of using our figures 
and getting correct results, although he had 
never been to school. 

The farther we penetrated into northeast 
ern Arizona the wilder the Navajos seemed 
to get. We discovered that a few Navajo 
words were a great help in asking about 
water and directions. To hear their own 
language spoken by a white stranger tends, 


to break down the barrier and win their, 


sympathies. The language is quite easy 
to pick up. “Hodge-toe?” means “where is 
water?” and proved invaluable to us. But 
when I tried to split up the expression and 
inquire as to the wherebouts of traders the 
magic somehow wouldn't work. 

At Fort Defiance and along the Arizona- 
New Mexico line the Navajos practice some 
farming, instructed and influenced by the 
Franciscan mission at St. Michael's and the 


large government school at Tohatchi. Some 
of the wildest country, the driest, most 
chopped up and treacherous, lies in the 
Mesa Fachada region toward the east 


boundary of the reservation. But we found 
that the Navajos seemed more friendly and 
considerate, probably owing to the influence 
of Mexicans, with whom they do consider- 
able trading, and the fact that the? know 
something of Spanish. After being for 
weeks among Indians who knew nothing but 
their own language, it was like getting 
among one’s own to run across those who 
could talk Spanish. But for the friendly 
Navajos in New Mexico showing us where 
to find water or letting us draw it out of 
their shallow “lagunas,” we would have 
been in a bad way more than once. 


MAKES A “GO” OF IT 


We emerged from the Navajo country 
with a 1 respect for the Navajo In- 
dian, fof his businesslike adaptation to his 
job; and with the feeling of how very for- 
tunate it is that the Navajo loves his own 
country and is able to make an economic 
“go” of life there, which I am sure no col- 
onies of white people could do. A barren 


and none but the best quality onions put 
upon the market.

Mr. Phillips, who pioneered in cotton in 


the San Joaquin and grew the staple in the 


Rio. Grande Valley of Texas for years prior 


to coming here, bas recently been harvest- 
ing the crop on his 240-acre plantings on 
the Simon Brothers ranch in this district 
of Kern county. Two hundred acres of his 
big Acala planting was rogued by govern- 
ment cotton men to be sold as pure plant- 
ing seed. He said recently he expected a 
yield of between 300 and 400 bales. His 
excellent quality and fine yield he lays prin- 
cipally to the use of the best seed avafi- 
able, to the strict rogueing of “off” variety 
and “off” type plants, to proper cultivation 
methods and careful ginning. |

planting, ample water when it was needed, 


intensive cultivation and continual weeding 


have all played a part. “I reckon nary a 
man in Kern county has hoed more weeds 
than I have,” says this industrious farmer. 
Well along in years though he is, he has 
spent every day in the fields hard at work. 

The securing of a high quality lint does 
not rest assured when the boll of cotton 
has opened ready for picking, according to 
Mr. Phillips, both the manner of picking 
and ginning being most important. Care 
must be taken he points out, that the cot- 
ton is picked clean and that bollies and 
leaf matter are not included in the first 
picking. Mr. Phillips's cotton has been 
Einned just once a week, being stored in 
bins at the gin until ready to go through 
the stands. Before ginning, the éntire gin 
The rolls are run loose and 
slow, so that no fiber will be cut. 

Mr. Phillips, his son, Errol, and two la- 
borers handle the entire crop during the 
planting and growing season, the only addi- 
tional help used being pickers at the har- 
vest season. 


Predicts Big Future 
for Avocado 


SANTA ANA.-—That the avocado industry 
within years to come will rival the walnut- 
growing industry in Orange county was the 
declaration of Dr. J. Eliot Coit, horticultural 
expert and former Los Angeles County 
Farm Adviser, in addressing the Association 
of Orange County Horticultural Inspectors 
at that body’s regular December meeting 
held recently at a Santa Ana café. Dr. 
Coit, who is recognized as one of the lead-

“This pest” he added, “is as seri- 
ous in Florida as is the red scale on lemcns 
in Southern California and causes the Floti- 
da growers a great amount of worry.” 

The speaker declared that 70 per cent of 
the avocado growers of Southern Califor- 
nia had signed up for membership in the 
Avocado Growers’ Association. Thousands 
of dollars can be saved, he said, by freez- 
ing avocado culls and using them for mak- 
ing ice cream and filling for sandwiches. At 
the present time the demand for avocadoes 
exceeds the supply, he pointed out. He

During the last few weeks a number of 
inquiries have come to the Orange county 
Farm Adviser's office in regard to Rhodes 


Cre 


- grass, a forage crop which has shown con- 


siderable resistance to -alkali in Imperial 
Valley and other parts of the Southwest. 
This crop has proven its vdlue in other sec- 
tions on small spots of alkaline soil, where 
reclamation through dtainage is not possible, 
and where the farmer is desirous of utiliz- 
ing all his land to produce a little extra 
forage. The grass can best be used for 
grazing purposes but can also be cut for 
hay, providing it is cut just after blooming 
time. If allowed to get into the seed, the 
stem becomes very hard and woody and will 


not be entirely consumed by stock. 


Rhodes grass is a native of South Africa. 
It is a perennial where the temperature 
oes not go below 20 deg. F., but is frozen 
temperatures below that point. The grass 
does well on most types of soil and, as indi- 
cated, is fairly resistant to alkali. Just 
what the limit of resistance is cannot be 
said but the writer has seen it flourishing 
and producing good crops in Imperial Val- 
ley and Arizona on land which would not 
grow any other crop. Whether this will 
hold true in Orange county remains to be 
seen. 

Seed should be sown in April, care being 
taken that the soil is in first-class condition. 
The soll should be moist when planted or an 
irrigation should be appligd immediately 
after planting, another one being given in 
approximately ten days. This will keep the 
seed from drying out and will insure a good 
start for the plant. Broadcasting by hand ts 
probably the best method of planting, this 
operation to be followed by a light harrow- 
ing to cover the seed. 


Inasmuch as the seed is very small and 
weak, it must be treated with great care un- 
til the plants become established. About 
eight pounds of seed per acre are generally 
sown, an atempt being made to distribute 
it evenly and keep it in place. If irrigated 
with too large a head of water, the seed 
is sometimes washed to the lower end of the 
field and a poor stand is secured. Poor 
stands often result also from insufficicnt 
moisture at planting time or from covering 
too deep. If blank spaces are not too large, 
however, they will fill in, as the crass sends 
out runners which produce roots at every 
joint, thus producing new plants. 

Inasmuch as there is considerable unused 
alkali land in Orange county which might be 
used for this crop, it is felt that it might be 
well to investigate, consequently the local 
extension service will try to establish some 
small demonstration plots during the com- 


ing year.

VISALIA.—R. J. Murray, vineyardist of 
Woodlake district, is one of the optimists 
among the raisin men. 
San Joaquin Valley grape growers will mar- 
ket their raisins at 3 1-2 cents for several 
years to come, and that under proper con- 
ditions they should make money. 

He has figured that a man may start with 
a forty-acre vineyard set half to Muscats 
and half to Thompson Seedless. For this 
he should pay at the rate of $400 per acre 
with an advance payment of at least $1000, 
leaving $15,000 at 7 per cent.

The continued lack of rain in California 
has retarded the buying of feeder cattle 
due to the lack of grass, according to the 
California Cattlemen's Association. The 
demand for feeders has been good, but un- 
less heavy rains occur during January, 
the supply of cattle on grass will be less 
than normal. Government reports show 
that there are 3 per cent less cattle on feed 
in the Corn Belt States as compared with this 
time a year ago. In the Western States 
there is an increase of 4 per cent. The 
numbers of feeders shipped into the corn delt 
each year, for the last four years, has 
shown a decrease. In 1922, 2,133,000 d 
were shipped in; in 1923, 2,007,000? in 
1924, 1,638,000 and in 1925, 1,508,000 head. 
The report indicates that lighter weight 
feeders are being used, probably due to 
the large corn crop, low corn prices and an 
intention to feed longer. This will prob- 
ably mean a lighter market supply for the 
winter and early spring months and a 
heavier supply during the late spring and 
summer months, the association states. 


California’s production of dry milk last 
year probably reached the neighborhood 
of twelve million pounds. The largest dry 
milk factory in the world is located at Los 
Banos, Merced county, and is owned by the 
Golden State Milk Products Company. In 
preparing to meet the problem of increased 
demand, this company recently completed a 
new plant at El Centro. Other plants are 
located at Arcata and Ferndale, Humboldt 
county, Los Banos, Merced county, and 
Newman, Stanislaus county. 


Dutchland Pietertje Creamelle, an eight- 
year-old Holstein-Friesian cow owned by 
Dutchland Farms, Brockton, Mass., recently 
completed a yearly record of 1148.54 pounds 
of butter fat from 27,820.4 pounds of milk. 
Her milk had an average test of 4.13 per 
cent, and her total fat production for the 
year is equivalent to 1435.67 pounds of but- 
ter, giving her eighth place among cows in 
the United States for butter fat production. 
She is the ninety-eighth Holstein cow to 
produce 1000 pounds or more of butter fat 
in a year.

it Growers’ Exchange has led to a plan 
‘fot dehydrating orange peeling on a large 
scale for shipment to dairies at the plant of 
the Exchange Orange Products Company at 
San Dimas. About $15,000 worth of equip- 
ment has already been installed for the pur- 
pose and it is expected that around one hun- 
dred tons of peel daily will be handled. The 
process consists of drying the peeling in. 
iron cylinders to the point at. which 90 per 
cent of the water content is removed. This 
greatly reduces freight shipping charges 
and, it is said, will make it possible to ship 
the product great distances over the coun- 
try at a good profit. This has heretofore 
been impossible in the face of transporta- 
tion costs and the spoiling of the peeling 
now saved through dehydration.

Camel’s Thorn, a pest introduced’ with 
date off-shoots. from India or Egypt, had 
gained considerable headway two years ago 
in certain. neglected date gardens and 
threatened to become one of the region's 
most pernicious weeds. Faced with the pos- 
sibility of a quarantine against agricultural 
products from Coachella Valley by neigh- 
boring counties, the Riverside County Su- 
pervisors decided to conduct an eradica- 
tion war rather than to attempt control 
methods only. More than 2500 neglected 
date seedlings and other trees were re- 
moved and burned on infested acreage and 
constant cultivation is being practiced to 


prevent growth of the remaining root sys 


tem of Camel’s Thorn. 


The visitors expressed approval of the 
present status of the campaign against this 
particularly hardy and fast growing plant 
pest. |

shows that 3035 carloads of perishable vege- 
tables were shipped from this section of 
the county during the past year ending De- 
cember 22. The shipments over the same 
period during 1924 totaled 1586 carloads. 
The report covers the crops grown in Santa 
Maria Valley and the Los Alamos and Oso 
Flaco districts, including 63,585 acres of 
dry farming lands and 18,588 in the irri- 
gated area. Two crops a year were pro- 
duced on much of the land, the report de- 
clares. Available land for irrigation on 


January 1 totaled 24,800 acres.

der irrigation in this section is watered

Despite the fact that lettuce and other 
vegetables have made great headway in the

The cauliflower crop in the Santa Maria 
Valley is showing a substantial increase 
this winter as a total of 920 acres has al- 
ready been reported. Carrots. are being 
grown upon 162 ares and celery has 
reached the eighty-acre mark, over 100 per 
cent increase from last winter. About 
thirty acres- of other vegetables will be 
grown. 

The most marked increase in acreage is 
shown in lettuce. Sinee the starting of this 
industry a few years ago, the acreage and 
shipment of this crop have grown to huge 
proportions. The total shipmeuts for the 
year are 2608 carloads. The first shipment 
was made from Guadalupe in the spring of 
1922, at which time 168 carloads were placed 
upon the market. 


With the establishment of shipping and 
packing-houses in Santa Maria as well as in 
Guadalupe, commission men here are in po- 
sition to handle the increasing production 
of lettuce and other vegetables. Two ice 
plants are operating in Santa Maria and one 
in Guadalupe. 

It is freely claimed by the e 
men that the vegetable industry is still in 
its infancy in Santa Maria Valley. The 
flower seed business has flourished here for 
several years until at the present time 1000 
acres are devoted to this crop alone. Flow- 
er seed is shipped to the large seed houses 
of America and foreign lands each year and 
the demand in the past has always exceeded 
the supply.

It is not strange, in the light of the facts 
presented, that the prevention of losses of 
fruit crops occasioned by damaging winter 
and spring temperatures should have come 
to be regarded as among the most important 
problems confronting California fruit grow- 
ers. Nor is it surprising that orchard heat- 
ing, an old practice in fruit culture, should 
have reached its highest development and 
most extensive utilization in California. As 
an evidence of the rapid extension of this 
practice in California fruit orchards in re- 
cent years it may be cited that, so far as 
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Imperial Valley cotton field. 


records are available, in the past fifteen 
years approximately 1,500,000 orchard heat- 
ers have been purchased by California cit- 
rus growers. Most of these heaters are 
now in use. 


The unusual occurrence of damaging win- 
ter temperatures during the past three 
years has given a decided stimulus to the 
installation of orchard heating equipment, 
reports indicating that during the present 
season approximately 600,000 heaters have 
been purchased by California citrus, fruit 
growers. The present investment in this 


State in orchard heating equipment is cer- 


tainly not less than $2,600,000 and the acre- 
age under frost protection is in the neigh- 
rhood of 30,000.

CALIPATRIA.—The mast serious short- 
maze in labor the Calipatria cotton district 


“has ever experienced appeared this season 


and delayed the harvest. This shortage of 
pickers and low prices for cotton have dis- 
couraged so many growers that it is esti- 
mated that a large share of previous cotton 
acreage will be planted to alfalfa, grain, 
vegetables and other more profitable crops. 
Since frost visited San Joaquin Valley the 
shortage has been relieved considerably. 
Two of the largest cotton growers in this 
district, J. K. Griffiths with over 3000 acres, 
and William Lowther with over 5000, have 
contracted with a Los Angeles employment 
agency for 1000 pickers, and these workers 
are coming in every week by auto. 

Most of the cotton, particularly the late 


plantings has a top crop only, and since, 


several light frests the bolls have begun to 
open. Many growers are waiting till all the 
bolls open before picking, as they say it 
does not pay to go over the fields twice. 
On account of pest damage, it is stated 
that few “bollies” will be picked from this 
crop. 

T. M. Montgomery and his associates 
have brought a mechanical cotton picker in- 
to the valley and are giving it a thirty-day 
tryout. It is pronounced a success by 
those who have watched it work. It has 
eight flexible tubes suspended from a frame 
at the front of a self-propelled machine. 
Suction draws the cotton out of the bolls, 
cleans it and places it in a sack at the rear 
of the contrivance. 


Demand for Quality to 
Be Pounded Home

Quality and then more quality is the in- 
sistent demand by leaders in the walnut 
industry, as a result of last year’s difficulcy 
in the markets of the country. Recently 
the walnut growers’ department of the Los 
Angeles County Farm Bureau met and 
adopted a program of work for 1926 in 


which the keynote is “increased quality.“ 


Addressed informally by Carlyle Thorpe, 
general manager of the California Walnut 
Growers’ Association, those in attendance 


became convinced of the truth of the state- 


ment that the industry is at a turn of the 
road, with continued progress ahead contin- 
gent upon the production and sale of a 
better article. 

Continued co-operation with the Inter- 
county Farm Bureau walnut growers’ de 
partment and the Walnut Growers’ Associa- 
tion in 1 vigorous campaign toward the 


goal was assured by the Los Angeles body. 


Supplementing the major issue are pro- 
grammed items on improved irrigation 
methods, pest and disease control, pruning, 
bracing, thinning of crowded groves frost 
protection, fertilization and use of i:.divid- 
ual tree records. A campaign for beticr 
harvesting methods will be co-operative 
with the association. 

On the day of the Los Angeles meeting 
the directors of the Intercounty Farm Bu- 
reau Department met at the offices of the 
California Walnw Growers’ Association and 
laid plans for the 1926 Walnut Institute, to 
be held at Santa Paula, Ventura county, on 
February 20. If the goal of quality has 
ever been camougaged by supplementary 
features in the past, let it be stated that 
the bars are down this year. The imper- 
tant ward will be emblazoned on every an- 
nouncement and program. Every speaker 
will center his discussion about this all-im- 
portant factor. 

As a headliner, Dr. L. D. Batchelor of the 
Citrus Experiment Station at Riverside will 
“Lessons California Growers Can 
Learn from the European Walnut Industry.” 
Dr. Batchelor is now abroad, but is soon 
to return from studies in foreign flelds in 
time for the meeting and will have motion 
pictures and slides to illustrate his lecture. 
“Irrigation” will be handled by J. B. Brown, 
extension specialist, and “Improved Har- 
vesting Methods” and “Dehydration” 
Prof. A. W. Christie of the collegé of agri- 
culture. T. H. Lambert of Los Angeles 
county, A. J. McFadden of Orange county 
and Prof. Robert W. Hodgson of the Uni- 
versity of California will handle the quality 
situation from a cultural, economic and 
grading standpoint. Control of codlin moth 
in Ventura county will be explained by 
Entomologist Flanders of the Saticoy Wal- 
nut Growers’ Association, in whose district 
strikingly efficient control of this pest has 
been obtained. 

The 1925 institute, held at El Monte, at- 
tracted over 400 growers. This year Santa 
Paula is out to break all records, aud has 
obtained the full support of the association 
in carrying out plans for a huge attendance, 
believing that the present situation, cou- 
pled with the high-grade program sched- 
uled, deserves the attention of every walnut 
grower in Southern California.
